Fulton County Repudiates the Tioga

{WO CANDIDATES .FOR THE ASSEMBLY 


4 Split in the Convention Results in 
Breaking the Power of Lieut. 
Littauer—A County Ticket 
Placed in the Field. 


GLOVERSVILLE, N. Y., July 18.—The 
Republican District Convention here to-day 
resulted in a split and the nomination of 
two ‘candidates for member of the Assembly. 
' The trouble in the party here dates back 
#o ‘the dead-locked Republican Congressional 
‘Convention in this district last Fall, which 
was followed by the nomination of Gen. 
Curtis, by petition. In that convention 


Judge Baker of Gloversville was presented 
by ‘the Fulton County delegates, but his 
support was at no time earnest, nor was 
any honest effort made to secure his nom- 
imation. His friends claimed that he was 
betrayed by the men who had his eanvass 
in charge, and they resented the appear- 
ance of Licius N. Littauer, a wealthy man- 
ufacturer, as a “ dark horse,” alleging that 
except for his interference the Judge could 
have been nominated. 

Mr. Littauer now makes his appearance 
gs the Fulton County representative of the 
Platt interest, and seeks control of the local 
organization. He is wealthy, and personally 
very popular, and the party hacks and 
heelers have rallied under his standard al- 
most to @ man. 

Smarting from last year’s wrongs, the 
Baker men entered the lists against Lit- 
tauer and the machine, and with the as- 
sistance of County Judge Keck of Johns- 
town; who sought renomination, made so 
vigorous a fight that neither Littauer’s pop- 
ularity nor his large bank account was suf- 
ficient to win the fight without a row. 

The Baker men had a wealthy candidate 
for member of the Assembly in the person 
of. Daniel Hays. 

When the convention met to-day the forces 
were very evenly divided. The Littauer 
men secured the temporary organization by 
a slender but safe majority, after a bitter 
fight. The Chairman ruled the convention 
with an iron hand, and his rulings were so 
arbitrary. that the Baker men finally organ- 
ized a second convention. The two bodies 
conducted their business in the same hall, 
with the opposing Chairmen occupying the 
game platform. 

The Baker convention nominated David 
Hays of Gloversville for member of the As- 
sembly, while the Littauer convention nom- 
inated B. D. Brown of Mayfield, who had 
been previously slated by the machine. 

Both conventions named State, Senatorial, 
and: Judicial delegates, and elected rival

“After the adjournment of the two dis- 
trict conventions the Baker men joined the 
Littauer forces in the organization of the 
Fulton County Convention. This was a 
shrewdmove on their part, as they were 
largely in the majority after tne elimination ' 
of the dearly bought Hamilton County del- 
egates. They elected their Chairman by a 
majority of 16 in a total vote of 96. 

After that everything was easy, and the 
following nominations were made without 
further disturbance. County Judge, Jere- 
miah Keck of Johnstown; District Attor- 
ney, Witliam C. Mills of Gloversville; Sher- 
iff, Jacob H. Shutts of Johnstown; Superin- 
tendent of Poor, William Atty of Johns- 
town. 

The nominee for County Judge has filled 
the office for twelve years, and was Dis- 
trict Attorney two terms immediately pre- 
ceding his first ‘election as Judge. His 
is serving his third term 
as Assemblyman, and is now seeking the 
Benatorial nomination. i 

These brothers do not speak as they pass 
by, and yet, curiously enough, the delegates 
who nominated the one for Judge to-day

Platt Men Sad Because Mr. Bliss Has 
Not Gone te Europe. 


Some additional firebrands were tossed 
through the troubled Republican camp yes- 
terday, and the midsummer craze on the 
part of their talkative leaders was kept up 
at a fairly good rate.

Mr. Platt is reported to be worried at the 
course of Mr. Roosevelt, believing that Mr. 
Roosevelt will be regarded as a Republican. 

Im the ranks of the anti-Platt men not 
ene is more vigorous in action or more 
hostile in sentiment than Cornelius N. 
Bliss. When he resigned from the Repub- 
lican County Committee, and said he was 
going to Europe, the Platt men rejoiced. 
They thought this an indication that Mr. 
Bliss was giving up his fight. This is not 
s0. Mr. Bliss is still here, and, according 
to one of his friends, there is no date set 
for his departure for Europe. He may 
defer his trip some time, and while he 
®emains he will-continue to make war on, 
Mr. Platt. ?

COLON DOCK LABORERS ON STRIKE 


Mob Tries to Prevent. Loading of Vessels by 
Non- Strikers — Soldiers Pre- 
. vent. Trouble.

COLON, July 18—A mob of strikers at- 
tempted to prevent. laborers from discharg- 
ing the cargo of the Finance to-day. 

Prefect Guzman, with the soldiers and the 
police, hurried to the scene of the disturb- 
ance and promptly dispersed the crowd of 
strikers and idlers. The strikers, other- 
wise, have been orderly. ; 

The soldiers are guarding the docks and 
railroad, offices. 

One hundred laborers, under military es- 
cort, were brought over from Panama on 
the evening train to work on the docks and 
discharge the cargoes of the Finance and 
the Colombia from Pacific ports, and - to 
load the Medway. ‘

PANAMA, via Galveston, July 18.—There 
is a labor strike at Colon, All the hands on 


the docks suspended work this morning. 
They demanded $2 in silver instead of $1.50. 
So far order has been maintained by the 
company. ’ 
Twenty-five soldiers and twelve policermen 
have gone over to reinforce the garrison 
and prevent disorder. 


ALBANY POLITICIANS AT WORK 


Republicans Start a Boom for the Renomi- 
tion of John Palmer for Secretary 
of State. 


ALBANY, July 18.—The John Palmer 
boom was started upon its course to-night. 
A public meeting of Republicans was called 
at Republican headquarters here. Every 
ward in Albany and .Cohoes cities, as well 
as every town in the county was represent- 
ed. The sentiment was unanimous that 
John Palmer’s name be presented to the Re- 
publican State Convention for renomination 
for Secretary of State. 

William Barnes, Jr., was recommended, 
without opposition for a third term as State 
Committeeman.. These were the objects for 
which the meeting was called, and a reso- 
lution favoring ‘early primaries being adopt- 
ed, the meeting adjourned. sy

except on the-Mayoralty nomination. _Ex- 
May coy World’s Fair Commissioner John 
Boyd. Thacher, and Senator Amasa B. Par- 
ker have locked horns for the contest. Mr. 
Thacher is the favorite. 

There has been some talk of urging Su- 
preme Court Judge D. Cady Herrick for the 
Court of Appeals nomination. The only 
obstacle in the way of this is, that the 
friends-.of ex-Senator Morton Chase,’ who is 
the Chairman of the Democratic County 


Cémmittee, are urging his name for the 
nomination for Attorney-General. 


FIREMEN DISABLED WITH. PEPPER 


Fire Chief Reilly and Two Others Tempo- 
rarily Blinded at a Fire in-a 
Greenwich Street Building. 


A fire on the fourth floor of the five-story 
brick building 384 Greenwich Street, running 
through to 369 Washington Street, last even- 
ing, caused $5,000 loss. The entire building 
is occupied by Henry Undlinger & Co., im- 
porters and dealers in spices, seeds, and 
dried fruits. 

The fire was under good headway when 
the firemen arrived, and on account of fly- 


ing pepper, which filled the eyes and throats 
of the firemen, was difficult to handle. 

Fire Chief Reilly and James Marry. and 
Isaac Rendinger of Egine No. were 
temporarily blinded by the pepper. They 
were attended by Ambulance Surgeon San- 

er of the Hudson Street Hospital: The 

hief’s eyes were in the worst condition. 

Fireman Charles Lowe of Truck No. 8, 
while walking on the iron roof of the awn- 
ing in front of 882 Greenwich Street, fell 
through and was caught fast in the ragged- 
edged hole. He hung suspended until ill- 
iam Kipp of Fire Patrol No. 2 procured a 
ladder and released him. . 

The cause of the fire and. the insurance 
are unknown. ” 

Fire on the third and fourth floors of 122 
Nassau Street last evening caused $6,000 
damage. 


NOT A MARTYR TO SC:ENCE 


Dr. Williams’s Illness Not Caused by 
Her Laboratory Work. 


HACKENSBACK, N. J., July 18.—Dr. Anna 
.W. Williams has almost entirely recovered 
from a siight throat trouble. that confined 
her to her home for several days. She ex- 
pects to return soon to her work as assist- 
ant bacteriologist in the New-York Health 
Department, where she has been engaged 
in the preparation of antitoxine. 

It was thought by some of her friends 
that her illness was caused by her labo- 
ratory work, but this was not so. Her ill- 
ness was slight, and she and her friend Dr. 
Belcher, who is visiting her, emphatically 
state that.her professional work did ‘not, di- 
reetly or indirectly, affect her throat. 

Dr. Williams may probably have had a 
slight attack of diphtheria, although her 
physicians will hardly dignity the disease 
with.so seriols a name. 


“Brewster Before the Grand Jury. 


Fagene V. Brewster, who until recently was 
attorney for the Law Enforcement Society of 
Brooklyn, was. before the Kings County Grand 
‘Jury yesterday.

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Anchored Off Mr. Iselin’s» House at 
New-Rochelle. 
WILL GO 10 BAY RIDGE TO-DAY 
A Good-Sized Crowd . to See the 
New Sailing Machine—A Little 
Spin in the Afternoon 
Breeze. 


NEW-ROCHELLE, N. Y., July. 18.—The 
Defender came to anchor in the haroor 
at 10:30 this morning, mooring, to a white 


‘can buoy near the entrance, ‘and about a 
‘mile from All View, the, Hver-and-white- 


colored residence of C. Oliver Iselin, prac- 


tical manager of the new yacht. The -Co- 


lonia came to anchor a short distance awsy 
and nearer to Mr. Iselin’s cottage, on Pre- 
mium Point. : 

The Defender and the Colonia arrived 
after a rather unpleasant run from Bristol, 
R. I, in tow of the ocean tug Lucken- 
bach and the tender Hattie Palmer, a 
queer nondescript craft, which plies be- 
tween here and New-York City ordinarily, 
but which has been Mased as a tender to 
the new craft built to defend the Ameri- 
ca’s Cup. 

The fleet of which they were the principal 
members also included Mr. Iselin’s steain 
launch, which brought up the rear of the 
procession, as it came through the Sound 
to this place. The big Luckenbach was 
the leader, the Hattie Palmer coming next 
and furnishing a firm holding place for the 
hawser which drew the Defender. A haw- 
ser ran from the cup boat to the Colonia, 
and-she in turn furpished a tow for the 
little launch belonging to Mr. Iselin. That 
was the order when the fleet was sighted 
off Hempstead Bay at 10 o’tlock, five hours 
behind the time at which they were ex- 
pected to reach here. The Defender and 
the Colonia were both under “ bare poles,” 
not a yard of canvas showing. 

As soon as the big -sloops showed up there 
was ‘a scurrying about of owners of small 
sailboat yachts, as they. call them up here 
in this intensely nautical village; canvas 
was spread,-and in the light breeze pre- 
vailing they worked their way out the bay 
to the spot where the two yachts were to 
find anchorage. Rowboats and launches fol- 
lowed, so that there was quite a mosquito 
fleet to welcome the big craft. The only 
noisy Welcome was the firing of the can- 
non: of. the New-Rochelle Yacht Club, as 
none of the craft in the harbor had cannon 
on board, 

Mr. and Mrs. Iselin, Woodbury Kane, 
and H. C, Leeds were on board the De- 
fender on her trip, Capt. Hank Haff being 
in command, Fifteen of the crew were on 
the Colonia during the trip. The fleet left 
Newport -in the early evening, and found 
a fog outside that prevented rapid progress 
being made, Off Point Judith, the party en- 
countered rough weather and a considerable 
mist, but this didn’t amount to much un- 
til at the end of an hour’s run, when the 
mist was converted to rain, the breeze 
grew into a blow, the sea began to kick up 
‘ commotion, and the ~“ thick 
Weather ”’ developed into a nasty fog. 

Rapii progress under such conditions was, 
of course, impossible, and the Luckenbach’s 
Captain was content to feel his way along 
the course, so that no accident.should hap- 
pen to his precious charges. The rain ceased 
toward morning, and the breeze died down, 
but the fog held on until about 10 o’clock, 
when the tug and her tows were sighted 
from here. Nothing had happened on the 
trip, and the Defender was “right as a 
trivet” when both the Luckenbach and 
the Hattie Palmer cast off, went alongside. 
and guided the big sloop to her mooring at 
the white can buoy. 

Then the Colonia was taken to her anch- 
orage, The little launch took the party of 
passengers to ‘‘ All View,’’ where breakfast 
was served. While the guests of Mr. Iselin 
were resting the men on the Colonia were 
transferred to the Defender, and her great 
mainsail was spread under the direction of 
Capt. Haff, who also gave the crew some 
other work to help make them feel at home 
on ‘the new craft. 

Shortly before 3 o’clock Messrs. Iselin, 
Kane, and Leeds, accompanied by Mrs. Ise- 
lin and two lady friends, went out to the 
Defender in their little launch, The gentle- 
men. in full nautical ‘“‘togs’’ boarded the 
Defender, and Mr, Iselin gave’ orders for 
sails to be set and the boat prepared for a 
short run to try her sails. The gentlemen 
doffed their coats and caps and blossomed 
out in cruising rigs for the admiration of 
about 100 boys and young girls, and about 
50 more men of mature age, who were 
steaming, sailing, or rowing about the De- 
fender in launches, sailboats, rowboats, and 
gigs, one man even venturing out in a shell 
to see the sloop about which so much has 
been said and nrinted. 

Before there was a stir on board to pre- 
pare for the afternoon trip there was a 
pretty nautical picture in the harbor. The 
Defender was surrounded by the little craft 
propelled by naphtha, steam, sails or oars, 
like flies about the sticky paper in a drug- 
gist’s show window. Her jib and flying 
jib were close reefed, her mainsail lay in 


graceful folds over the big boom, and 
stowed snugly sone. the starboard rail 
was the big topsail. On the Colonia, lying a 
bit further in shore, the sails were partially 
reefed, but enough canvas was loose to 
permit the wind to move it slowly about in 
graceful: fashion. Her decks were deserted, 
all life having been transferred to the De- 
fender. 

The tender Hattie Palmer lay alongside the 
Defender, receiving. truck from her hold 
that had been brought down from Newport. 
A merry party of United States army of- 
ficers--and their ladies moved about the 
pair of aloane as closely as they dared on 
the steamer Hamilton, and George A. Thay- 
er’s composite yacht Aquilo, with a party 
Of ladies ‘on board, “chased hither and 
thither so that all that was going on could 
be seen. Saucy launches ran.alongside in 
inquisitive fashion, and darted away when 
Capt. Haff shook his long gray beard 
in their direction. 

It was clear out toward the Sound, but 


the air was thick to the southwest, so that’ 
while Huckleberry Island loomed up plainly’ 


enough, a mass of dark rich green, 
buildings on Davids Island were very 
distinct, and the outlines of the flag that 
flew from the 
could but faintly be discerned. Further in 
toward the mainland the gay structures on 
Glen Island were but ghost-like; mere trac- 
ings in a background of mist, with Little 
Germany and its. imported beer invisible. 
Shortly before 3 o’clock a light breeze 
sprang up and brought the outlines of the 
craft on the Sound and the buildings on 
the near-by islands into plain view. It was 
then that Mr. Iselin decided to go out and 
show the visitors, whose numbers were con- 
stantly being added to, what.a graceful 
creature the Defender was. when in her

Away in the offing the twin smokestacks 
of the big Sound steamer Richard Peck 
were visible, her upper decks well filled 
with people bound for New-Haven, who 


»had a good vew of the Defender on her 


first appearance under sail in New-York 
waters, Through the glasses faint puffs of 
steam told that Capt. Hardie had recog- 


| nized the sloop and was whistling a salute, 


but the sound failed to reach New-Rochelle 
Harbor, as the wind was from the wrong 
direction. 

There was neither mud nor sea enough to 
show the yachtsmen what-the Defenier could 
do., But they saw that she stood up stiffly 
more gracefully as a swan, and acted as if 
she could show her heels to most anything 
of her sort afloat. As that was what she 
was built for, it is to be hoped that she 
may fulfil the expectations of those who 
ppb her afloat and speeding over the wate 


y. 
The trip to test her sails was a short ore, 


‘the Defender running down to City Island 
‘and then back to hcr anchorage, which was 
‘reached at 6:30 in. the evening. Her sails 


were reefed and when sunset came she lay 
uietly moored to the White Can buoy, sway- 
ng to the motion of -the waves which 
had seemingly rocked all on board to rest. 
The Defender will remain at anchor, where 
she lies until 2 o’clock to-morrow after-, 
noon, When she is to be towed to Bay K'dge 
Oo remain over night, and to be prepared 
or the race against the. Vigilant on 
Saturday over the Sandy Hook course.

Vigilant Ready for Defender. 


As was expected, the removal of lead 
from the afterpart of the keel of the Vig- 
ilant made an improvement in the trim of 
the yacht. 

The work of cutting out the lead and 
fitting in the block of wood, which was 
covered with a highly polished copper plat- 
ing, was completed much sooner than had 
been expected, and in consequence. thereof 
the Vigilant was floated from the dry dock 
shortly after 7 o’clock yesterday morning, 
and was towed down to Bay Ridge, where 
she was anchored off the Atlantic Yacht 
Club, In less than an hour, however, the 
Vigilant was again taken in tow, and head- 
ed for the Narrows. 

It was all activity on board the ex-cup 
defender, and shortly after passing Fort 
Hamilton the sails were we and the 
Vigilant stood off for. Sandy Hook. The 
breeze was light, but still it answered the 
purpose, as it was not a trial of speed, but 
more of .an experimental trip, in order 
to get a line on the present conditions of 
the racer, and enable Capt. Charles Barr 
to drill his men a little in the rage | 
of the craft, and to stretch her sails an 
detect any possible defects that it might 
be necessary to x, oy, 4 before her trial to- 
morrow against the efender.

CATTLE ‘*ROUND-UP” AT MONTAUK 


Herders on Long Island Drive Away Their 
Stock from Mr. Corbin's Land, 
as He Ordered: 


EAST HAMPTON, L. I., July 18.—Parm- 
efs and cattle owners of Long Island are 
greatly interested as to whether they will 
have,the privilege of using Montauk as a 
pasture land for cattle, sheep, and horses. 
According to the order of Austin Corbin, 
the 5,500 acres recently purchased by» him- 
self and Charles M. Pratt were cleared to- 
day of all cattle. Frank Stratton, agent 
for the Bensons,’ who own the remainder 
of the peninsula, told a reporter for The 
New-York Times to-night that he could 
not say whether any cattle would be turned 
on Montauk another season or not. 

' This is a grave question for the cattle 
owners of Long Island, who, for years, have 
turned their cattle on these famous pasture 
lands. Since the purchase of the Corbin- 
Pratt property, representative cattle own- 
ers have visited Mr. Corbin with the idea 
of seeing if the cattle could not remain 
upon his property till the end of the season. 
David J. Gardiner received word. that. the 
railroad property must positively be cleared 
of all cattle by Thursday night, July 18., 

Arthur W. Benson, now in Italy, was ¢on- 
sulted by cable, and an arrangement made 
to drive the cattle off the Corbin-Pratt 
property at Fort Pond, into the Hither- 
woods to the west, until the east part of 
the Peninsular, which also belongs to the

Tammany districts meetings to elect In- 
spectors for the primaries were held in 
many Assembly districts lagt night. 

In the. Eighth and. Eleventh Districts 


there were contests growing .out of the 
jrivalry for the leadership of the districts. 


In the other districts where contests had 
been expected ‘there was a flattering degree 


of harmony. These were the Fifth, Third, 
and Thirty-third Districts. 

The primaries for which the Inspectors 

were chosen will be held Aug, 1. 
.The Bleventh Assembly District meeting 
Was held in a hall at Highth Avenue and 
Thirty-third Street,.and disorder continued 
from.the opening to the close, | William 
Dalton, the district leader, and his forces 
won the fight without a contest, so far as 
candidates were concerned. But the cp posi- 
tion faction, led by John Delaney, made up 
in noise what it lacked in numbers. Mem- 
bers of the two factions shook their fists in 
each other’s faces, hurled uncomplimentary 
epithets of every kind at each other,, and 
several times business had to be suspended 
in order to quell the rioting. 

Mr. Delaney and his followers held 4 
preliminary caucus in rooms at 424 Highth 
Avenue, and at 8 o’clock they marched to 
the meeting place. The meeting place was 
already so érowded that they had difficulty 
in finding standing room in the rear of the 
hall. After their arrival the hallways and 
stairways were packed close with men un- 
able to gain admittance, while a large 
crowd gathered in the street outside to see 
and hear as much of the fun as possible. 

The appearance of Chairman Dalton, with 
a club for a gavel, evoked cheers from 
his friends, but the Delaneyites remained 
silent. Mr. Dalton briefly announced the 
purpose of the special’ meeting, and said 
that, besides the election, of Inspectors, 
there would be distributed blanks for poll 
and ballot clerks and Inspectors for the 
next election, Then the disorder began. 

Mr. Delaney asked Mr. Dalton if.notices to 
attend the meeting had been sent to persons 
living outside the district. ‘‘I have been 
so informed,” he declared. 

‘“* Name some one,”’ said Mr. Dalton, “ be- 
cause we want to conduct things in an up- 
right manner.” 

‘“‘A Mr. Dillon of Forty-eighth Street and 
Eleventh Avenue,” answered Mr. Delaney, 
“was notified by you that he would confer 
a personal favor on you if he would attend 
to-night. I am also informed that ex-Police 
Commissioner Sheehan’s list contains the 
name of John McGloin, who does not live in 
the district. I don’t want to disturb the 
meeting, but I want to know if the signa- 
tures of the General Committee had been 
taken to™certify to the election of persons 
not elected.” 

*“‘No. such thing has been done,’”’ 
Mr. Dalton. ‘‘ Are you satisfied?’’ 

“If I find that the men norninated for In- 
spectors are elected, I can answer that ques- 
tion,” replied Mr. Delaney. 
This answer was greeted 
laughter, which excited Mr. Delaney’s ad- 
herents to a fever pitch. They shouted at 
Mr. Dalton and at each other, and for sey- 
eral minutes no business could be trans- 
acted. 

In the midst of the disorder some one 
moved to proceed with the regular order, 
whereupon Mr. Delaney shouted that the 
man was not a member of the committee. 

Cries of ‘“‘ Yes, he is!’’ ‘* No, he isn’t! ”’ 
“Put him out!’’ came from all quarters, 
and the Delaney men made a rush for the 
man. But Mr. Delaney pushed them back, 
and urged them not to commit violence. 

When order*was partially restored Chair- 
man Dalton called for the nominations of 
Inspectors, and Secretary Ferguson read 
the names of Jeremiah Sullivan, Henry 
Cunningham, and James Grady. 

A vote was called for, and the Dalton 
men shouted “‘Aye” with all their lungs. 
Then the Delaney men yelled “No” ag 
loud as they could, and for fully a minute 
both factions shouted and screamed. and 
waved hats, and banged with canes, until 
the din was deafening. 

To the surprise of every one, Mr, Delaney, 
making himself heard, then moved that the 
election of the three Inspectors be made 
unanimous. 

This evoked hisses and catcalls from his 
own followers, and laughter from his op- 
ponents. He demanded a roll call, but his 
voice was drowned by the shouts. Every- 
body in the room was yelling. 

Ex-Assemblyman Adolph Schillinger took 
a hand in the trouble. He suddenly left 
his seat in a corner and, advancing as near 
to Mr. Delaney as he could, called the lat- 
ter a windbag, a thief, a hog, and a liar.

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MURDER IN SECOND DEGREE 


Collins Convicted for Killing Student 
Ohl of Princeton. 


THE DEFENDANT MOVED TO TEARS 


Judge Gummere’s Charge Regarded 
as Rather Favorable to an 
Acquittal—Jury Oyt 
Seven Hours. 


TRENTON, N. J., July 18.—The jury if 
the case of John Collins for killing Freder- 
ick P. Ohl, at 11:45 to-night rendered a 
verdict of murder in the second degree. 

Collins is a negro who, on the night of 
gune 8, shot Frederick P. Ohl. and Garrett 
‘Cochran, two: Princeton ‘students. Ohl died 
a few days ‘later, but Cochran recovered. 
Collins was placed on trial last Monday. 
The evidence showed that Collins and an- 
other negro named Downes had quarreled 


with the students during the evening pre- 
vious to the shooting, and the plea of self- 
defense was raised in behalf of Collins. 

W. Holt Apgar, the Assistant Prosecutor, 
this morning addressed the jury. He con- 
tended that there was no force in the claim 
made by the defense that the students 
should have gone home after the first en- 
counter with the negroes on the street. He 
said the students had a right to go where 
they pleased without interference, and their. 
right was as great as that of “a drunken! 
negro, with a pint of whisky in his stomach, 
and a seven-barreled revolver in his hand.”’ 
He warned the jury against the attempt to 
create sympathy for the defendant, and 
asked if there should be no sympathy for a 
man .who would carry a bullet in his flesh 
for life, and for a man whose life was cut 
short in his very prime. He declared that 
the stories told by Cochran and others since 
tie shooting were straightforward and-~ 
manly—entirely. different from those they, 
would have made had they been willing to, 
take the life of Collins, as Collins had) 
taken one of theirs. He claimed that a 
conviction of murder would not be contrary: 
to law, even if Ohl and his companion had@’ 
provoked the assault. The prosecution con- 
tended that Collins lay in wait for the two 
students in the narrow doorway near An- 
derson’s saloon. A verdict of murder in the 
first degree was asked as a warning te 
Others who were planning violence. 

Judge Beasley, for the defense, said that 
he had passed four years in Princeton and 
knew of college life. He said that a negra 
in Princeton is looked upon as a menial and 
is treated’ with contempt. He said that Col- 
lins had no motive to kill Ohl and that none 
had: been shown by the prosecution. If 
there was no motive there was no crime. He 
said that if the story told by the students 
was true they followed men whom they, 
were afraid of and that men generally do 
not follow people of whom they are afraid. 

The remarks of Judge Beasley affected the 
prisoner and he cried during the speech. 

While Judge Beasley was talking, Thomas 
D: ‘Tethune,. Juror No. 3, asked to’ be ex- 
cused .on- account.of—iliness. brought on by 
the heat. He was taken outside and a phy« 
sician wis dutimoned. He recovered in @ 
few -mainutes and took his seat, and Judge 
Beasley. finished. 

Senator Daly svoke for an hour and urged 
the jury to acquit the prisoner, as the stu- 
dents had themselves to blame. 

Prosecutor Stockton followed, and, after 
speaking an hour, closed and urged a con- 
viction. 

Judge Gummere, in his charge, which 
many thought favored the prisoner, said 
that if Collins’s story was true that he was 
first attacked the jury should acquit him, 
as the shooting would then have been justl- 
fiable. Qn the other hand, if the jury 
thought the-.story told by the students was 
true and that Collins invited the students 
into the hallway with the intention of 
shooting them it was a case of murder in 
the first degree. 

The jury retired at 4:40 o’clock. 


WRECKED ON ITS TRIAL TRIP 


The First Train Over the Niagara Falls 
and hewiston Line Rolls Down an Em- 
bankment—Several Passengers Hurt.

NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., July 18.—The 
new electric railroad on the American side 
of the river, running from Niagara Falls 
City to. Lewiston, N. Y., was formally 
opened to the public this afternoon, and the 
first passenger train was run over the line, 
carrying a large party of railroad officials 
and prominent local citizens and invited 
guests. 

The train jumped the track a mile and @ 
half out of Lewiston, causing a wild panic 
among the passengers. The rear car rolied 
half way into the water and tipped over. It 
was an open car and most of the passengers 
jumped before it tipped. Robert E. Whit- 
ney of Lewiston rolled with the car into 
the water. His scalp was badly cut by the 
boulders, and he was internally injured. It 
is: believed he will die. He was taken to 
Lewiston unconscious. 

Henry L. Box, a lawyer who represents 
the Depew-Astor interests in Depew, was 
thrown down the embankment, but es- 
caped without broken bones. Half a doz- 
en others sustained slight injuries. The 
accident was caused by the extremely small 
flanges on the local street railroad trauer 
cars, which were used, and which are not 
suitable for the rails on the Gorge road. 

The new road was built py the Niagara 
Falls and Lewiston Railroad Company, com- 
posed of Buffalo and New-York capitalists 
and cost nearly $2,000,000, The roadbed 
has been hewn cut of solid rock. It will 
be a rival to the Canadian line, which runs 
along the. top, of. the river .banx. 

The train was moved with a locomotive 
to-day,. as. the trolley wires are not in 
place.

FIRST WOMAN FOR ELECTRIC CHAIR 


The Second Sentenced to Death in 
This State in 75 Years—Knives 
and a Stiletto Taken 
from Her Relatives. 


Maria Barbella, generally spoken of as 
Maria Barberi, but whose right name, ac- 
cording to her mother, is Barbella, was 
sentenced to die by electricity by Recorder 
Goff in the Court of General Seggions, yes- 
terday, for the murder of Domenico Catal- 
do. The execution is to take place in the 
week beginning Aug. 19. . ° 

Maria Barbella was convicted of murder 
in the first degree last Monday. If the 
sentence is carried out, and this is doubted 
by many, she will b° the second woman to 
suffer the death penalty in this State within 
a period of seventy-five years, and the first 
woman: to go to the electric chair. 

The promised spectacle of a woman being 
sentenced to death attracted a crowd many 
times larger than the courtroom could ac- 
commodate. A number of women were 
among the spectators. 
Woman’s parents were in the courtroom, 

When Maria Barbella’s case was called, 
the prisoner entered the courtroom support- 
ed by Mrs. Foster, the Tombs Angel. Maria 
Barbella’s appearance indicated plainly that 
physically she was very weak. 

Upon a chair facing the Recorder the 
young woman was placed. Mrs. Foster sat 
beside her, with one arm about her neck, 
and a hand clasping one_of the pirsoner’s 
for encouragement. 

The Clerk asked Maria the usual ques- 
tions as to her age, nativity, religion, and 
condition through an interpreter. Assistant 
District Attorney McIntyre then said; 

“IT rise in obedience to the command of 
the law to ask the Court to do now that 
which the mandates of the Legislature de- 
mand, The crime of which this defendant 
is convicted was the killing of Domenico 
Cataldo. The evidence established the crime 
as murder in the first degree. 

“Your Honor knows that everything 
possible to be done in her behalf in her 
trial was done by her counsel. They tried 
to enlist sympathy, but from the character 
of the evidence there was nothing for the 
jury to do but to find a verdict of murder 
in the first degree. I know the defendant’s 
counsel had engaged insanity experts to ex- 
amine her. They reported that she was 
not insane at the time of the trial or at 
the time of the killing. She has had a 
fair and impartial trial. There remains but 
one more duty to perform, that is to ask 
the court to impose the sentence of death 
on the defendant. 

The clerk asked the defendant if she 
had anything to say why sentence of death 
should not be pronounced. This was inter- 
preted to her. 

Lawyer Evans, her counsel, moved for a 
mew trial. He said the records would show 
many errors to warrant it. 

‘I have been unable to secure a copy of 
the record,’ he said, “so I ask you to 
postpone the impos:tion of sentence until 
the stenographer furnishes me with a com- 
plete manuscript.”’ 

Lawyer House, who had been retained’ by 
Countess di Brazzi, appealed to the Re- 
corder to postpone sentence. The’ Recorder 
eaid it was not a matter of discretion with 
him. He was the minister of justice, and 
his duty was prescribed by law. 

“The law: provides that--the girl shall 
have all the advantages that may accrue 
to a defendant,’ he said. ‘*‘ These advan- 
tages she has haa, and still has! Her 
mext resource is the Court of Appeals. If 
there has been any error that court will 
rectify it.” 

Mr. House made another 
arrest of judgment, but 
den ed. 

Maria Barbella, who through this dis- 
eussion, which lasted half an hour, had been 
sitting apparently oblivious to all around 
her, weeping at intervals, was called: to 
the bar. 

Mrs. Foster and a court attendant sup- 
9orted her as she stood at the ra'‘ling. 

e girl seemed neither to hear nor under- 
stand anything that passed. 

Then the Recorder began a lengthy speech 
to her, which was translated by the inter- 
preter. The Recorder said: 

“‘Maria Barberi, you were indicted and 
tried for the crime of murder in the first 
degee, A jury of more than average in- 
telligence, after a most careful selection, 
was by your own choice put in the jury 
box. At your trial teen gy | that could 
with reason and propr.ety be done by 
counsel for you was done. The evidence 
produced, mainly undisputed, was over- 
whelming in proof of your guilt. 

“The jury manitestly showed not only 
the most kindly interest in your case and 
condit.on, but the most ‘heartfelt sym- 
pathy,” continued the Recorder. ‘‘ The ver- 
dict was in accordance with the facts, and 
no other verdict could, in view of the evi- 
dence, have been considered. By that ver- 
dict law and justice have been vindicated, 
and beyond that nothing can be expected 
vat the bar of justice. 

“Nothing now remains but for me to 
pass sentence upon you. Maria Barberi, 
‘you have been found guilty of murder in 
the first degree in kill.ng gone Dominico 
Cataldo. : 

“It is ordered that within ten days from 
the present date the Sheriff of New-York 
er his agents transmit you into the cus- 
tody of the Warden of the State prison at 
Sing Sing, and that from that time you 
be kept in solitary confinement, allowed 
to see no one but the keepers of the prison, 
your family, or a priest or minister of 
‘the Gospel, and your lawyers until the week 
beginning on Aug. 19, 1895, when the War- 
den of the-State prison is commanded to 
inflict upon you the death penalty by elec- 
tricity.’’ 

Then the girl was led away. As she 
reached the door her mother fushed out of 
the crowd toward her. Her brother and 
father followed. The deputies pushed them 
back, and the girl was led out of the room. 
Then her family were allowed to see her. 

Maria Barbella was taken to Sing Sing 
yesterday afternoon in charge of Deputy 
Sheriff Snyder. She said farewell to the 
Tombs matron and the other women pris- 
oners, and then the Deputy Sheriff todék her 
to the visitors’ waiting room.’ There were 
-her parents, her sister, her aunt, the Count- 
ess di Brazzi, her secretary, and War- 
den Fallon. The Countess assured the girl 
that she would leave no stone. unturned to 
save her from death. J 

A stiletto with a blade five inches long 
was taken from Maria’s aunt before she 
was admitted to the room, From the sis- 
ter two pocket knives were taken. 

The sum of $5, sent to The New-York 
Times for the Barbellas, was handed to Mrs. 
Barbella yesterday afternoon at her plainly 
furnished tenement, 163 Mott Street. A 
number of neighbors were pdter: 4 to comfort 
_Mrs. Barbella, who was on the verge of! 
hysterics. She gratefully accepted the 
money, and signed the receipt for her hus- 
band, ‘‘ Mike Barbella.” :

WATERTOWN, July 18.—Northern New- 
York has a candidate for Attorney General 
this year on the Democratié ticket tn the 
person of Daniel G. Griffin of Watertown, 
whose candidacy was formally: announced 
to-night by the Jeffersonian Club of ‘his 
city. 

There hag been more or less talk about 
Mr. Griffin of late in connection with this 
office, but he has not until to-night inti- 
mated that a nomination would be ac- 
ceptable. 

Mr. Griffin was born in 1848, educated in 
Jefferson County schools, and served five 
years. as Superintendent of Schools in 
this city. After being admitted to the 
bar in 1876 he formed a partnership with 
Joseph Mullin, Jr., which has continued 
until the present time. Mr. Griffin was a 
member of the Constitutional Commission 
in 1890, and declined an appointment as 
County Judge of Jefferson County, ten- 
dered by Gov. Flower. He has been a 
member ot the Democratic State Commit- 
tee since 1885, serving three years as Chair- 


man of the Executive Committee, during 
which time the party won some of its 
most important battles. 

In starting Mr. Griffin toward the State 
Convention to secure the nomination, the 
Jeffersonian Club adopted the following: 


Whereas, The ~Jeffersonian Club learns with 
sincere pleasure of the favorable comments of 
the press and of individuals on the proposed 
nomination of Daniel G. Griffin for the office of 
Attorney Genera]—favors which he well deserves, 
for his attainments as a lawyer and his char- 
acter as a citizen merit and have secured the 
highest respect, and are a guarantee of his quali- 
fication for the office; therefore.

Some of the Advantages of the Hii- 
toric Location — The Question 
of Buildings Not Yet 

. Decided. 
The Commissioners of Education, as Trus- 


tees of the College of the City of New- 
York, decided yesterday afternoon to secure 


_@ portion of Convent Hill for the’ site of 


the new college buildings. 
The ground selected for the college site 
is bounded on the north by One Hundred 


and Fortieth Street, on the east by St. 
Nicholas Avenue, on the south by One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-eighth Street, and on the 
west by Amsterdam Avenue. It is on the 
crest of the hill, and commands magnificent 
views of the Hudson River to the west, 
and to the eastward there is a view of the 
great plain stretching along the Harlem 
River to Long Island Sound. 

The mecting of the Board of Education 
yesterday was a special one; and was called 
to pass upon the report which the HBxecu- 
tive Committee of the Board of Trustees 
of the college had prepared. Fifteen mem- 
bers of the board were‘in their seats. Presi- 
dent Robert Maclay was in the chair. 

Just before calling the board to order 
President Maclay administered the oath to 
Hugh Kelly, who succeeds School Com- 
missioner R. Duncan Harris, resigned, and 
when the roll was called President Maclay 
formally introduced Mr. Kelly to the other 
members. 

Chairman’ Ketchum, of the Executive 
Committee of the Board of Trustees of the 
college, then announced that the Commit- 
tee on Sites had decided that the most suit- 
able site for the new college buildings 
would be one on Convent Hill. He said the 
ground comprised 127 city lots. He described 
the advantages of the site as to ldcation 
and command of views, and said ground is 
already prepared for building purposes. 


The sife, he’said, can be had for less than 
$6Uu,00¥, the limit unuer the law. He moved 
the adoptuon of the report. 

Trustee Sirauss said he thought the min- 
utes of the Board. should coniain a> state- 
ment of the time and trouble spent by the 
cummittee..in wnaing a suitable site tor 
the coliege, He said more than forty sites 
were: considered before a _ selection was 
made, He said the gciected site has the ad- 
Vaulage of every other one offered because 
of its geographical location, the fact that 
it will “be soun in the centre of a great 
populauuon, and because of its price, which 
is lower than is asked tor any of the others 
examined. This motion was carried, and 
the board then unanimously accepted the 
report of the Executive Committee. 

‘srustee Holt moyed that the Executive 
Committee be authorized to do something 
more than report. He said the committee 
should be authorized to begin condemna- 
tion proceedings or to enter into a contract 
for the land, and he moved that it be em- 
powered to act. 

Chairman Ketchum said the Executive 
Committee would represent the board so far 
as may be necessary. He moved that the 
board direct that surveys and maps and 
Plans for the college be filed with the 
County Register, as required by the special 
act authorizing the purchase of the land. 
The motion was carried. 

On motion of Chairman Ketchum, the 
Executive Committee was authorized to 
take such steps as may be necessary to 
secure the site. The board then adjourned. 

“The property selected for the new col- 
lege buildings,” said Chairman Ketchum 
after the meeting to a reporter for The 
New-York Times, “is owned by about 
twenty persons and estates. The board 
cannot pay more than $600,000 for it, nor 
can it expend more than $075,000 for the 
new buildings. We have not .yet decided 
whether to erect one building or a large 
buiiding and several smaijer ones, Some 
Trustees think separate buildings should be 
erected for the library, the laboratory, and. 
the manual-training schools. The grounds 
are extensive ahd will accommodate several 
large buildings: - It 18 not. possible now to 
say when the new buildings will be ready 
for occupancy, but I doubt whether -they 
can be finished within three years,” 

The nearest stations to the site for west 
side elevated trains are at’ One Hundred 
and Thirty-fifth and One Hundred and 
Forty-fifth Streets, on Eight Avenue. The 
Amsterdam Avenue cable road passes along 
the west side of the site. These two roads 
and their connections furnish the most con- 
venient routes at present for reaching the 
Site from the soutnern and eastern parts 
of the @ity:. The Amsterdam Avenue road 
connects on. One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street with all the elevated railroads and 
the street railways running north and south, 
Pupils residing above the Harlem who cross 
the river at Third and Second Avenues can 
take the cable road to One Hundred and 
and transfer to the 
Amsterdam Avenue line; those who cross 
over the Madison Avenue Bridge on. the 
trolley line will have the hill to climb from 
Eighth Avenue and One Hundred and 
Thirty-fifth Street, and those who cross by 
Macomb’s Dam Bridge, at One Hundred 
and Fifty-fifth Street and Seventh Avenue, 
High Bridge, near West One Hundred and 
Seventy-fifth Street, and Washington 
Bridge, at One Hundred and, Highty-first 
Street, will have to walk to Amsterdam 
Avenue before finding an available car line. 

The college buildings will be on historic

The Committee on Election Officers of the 
Republican County Committee he!d a ses- 
sion at County headquarters in West Thir- 
ty-eighth Street las’ night, and did the best 
it could to select an eligible list of names to 
be submitted to the Police Board.

DISCOVERY ‘BY. THE DOCK BOARD 


Thirty-ninth Street Ferry Company Has 
Violated an Agreement as to the 
Use of Its Platform. 


From the old files of the Department of 
Docks the new Dock Board yesterday 
brought to light some facts which led the 
Commissioners to conclude that the Thirty- 
ninth Street Ferry Company should lose its 


lease. 

A portion of the platform at Piers 2 and 
83 East River is occupied by the Quarter- 
master’s Department of the Un.ted States 
Army and is not used for ferry purposes, 
in violation of tne. express terms of the 
lease, it is charged.

GOVERNOR WINTHROP AYD HIS PALTY 


A Representation of the Landing of 
the Old British . Officer: on 
the Shores of Massa- 


chusetits. 


MANCHESTER-BY - THE-SEA, Mass., 
July 18.—Mancnesier hi.  .... 
for the long-contemplated and elaborateiy 
planned celebration of the two hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the incorporation of 


the town. At sunrise the bells rang and 
guns volleyed a salute. Early trains 
brought large crowds of visitors, and the 
country .around poured its: population into 
the ;town by every kind of conveyance, 


until the streets swarmed with the multi- 
tude. 


The Indian tribes were mustered early, 
and while they were awaiting the arrival of 
the Colonial Governor’s ship, a band and 


vocal concert of pariotic selections was 
given, 


At 9 o’clock “the good ship Arbella”’ 
was ‘sighted, with ‘Governor Winthrop’s 
This 
was one of the chief features of the day, 
and symbolized the bringing of the British 
Governor, Winthrop, and his suite, to the 
Colonies. It was a little more than a 
month earlier in the season, and in the 
year 1630, that the Arbella and her three 
consorts made land off the Massachusetts 
coast. The Governor's ship came to an- 
chor just outside of Baker’s Island, while 
the others of the little fleet proceeded. to 
Boston, It was the desire of the committee 
in charge of the celebration to reproduce 
the incident with as great historical ex- 
actness as possible, and to this end the old 
Schooner Hardchance was purchased, and 
turned over to a naval architect to be re- 
modeled into a copy of the original Ar- 
bella. To-day she jooked like the caravels 
of Columbus, and, as far as can be learned 
from exhaustive historical research, was a 
truthful reproduction of the flagship of the 
old Colonial ‘Governor. 

While the Arbella’s approach was being 
watched by the assembled throngs, the 
—— of guns anngpunced the arrival by 
train of Lieut. Gov. Wolcott and party, who 
were at once escorted to the Arena, where 
a reception was given. While this was in 
progress the Arbella cast anchor, and the 

overnor Winthrop party was received by

A. NEW THEATRE FOR NEW-HAVEN 


The 200,000 House That Is tobe 


Erected by Manager Pole. 


New-Haven, Conn., is to have a new thea- 
tre, equipped with all the modern improye- 
ments, next season. It is to be built by 
Manager Pole, in Church Street, opposite 
his present theatre, and is to cost $200,000. 
W. H. Allen is the architect, and his plans 
call for a house 85 feet high and 2382 feet in 
depth. The first story is to be of stone and 
terra cotta, and after this, to the top, the 
building will be of brick.

The theatre will have an orchestra floor 
and two balconies, and a seating capacity 
of 1,800. It, is expected that the building 
will be completed during the Fall, so as to 
be in readiness for opening next season.

ARGUMENTS HEARD FROM ALL SIDES 


The Committce Will Probably Ren- 
der Its Decision on the Sub- 


ject at Some Time 


To-day. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 18.—The sub- 
committee of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee appointed to consider the situation and 
endeavor to harmonize the several factions 
in Monroe County, met this morning. The 


following members were present: Chairman 
J. W. Hinkley, Poughkeepsie; Charles R. 
De Freest, Troy; Judge Wilbur F.° Porter, 
Watertown; Norman E. Mack, Buffalo; 
James H. Flannagan, North Bay, Oneida 
County. Two members, Cord Meyer of 
Queens County and W. Carlyle Ely of Ni- 
agara, were not present this morning. 

The general sentiment prevailing in the 
hotel. lobby this morning, where leading 
Democrats ta!ked over the situation, while 
the sub-committee was in executive.session, 
was that new. caucuses will be called in’all 
the wards and towns to elect all delegates 
te this year’s convention, and the town, 
ward, district, city, and county committees 
will be ordered to serve until January, 1897. 
Among the prominent Democrats present 
were Internal Revenue Collector Valentine 
Pleckenstein, Alderman William H. Tracy, 
Alderman J. Miller Kelly, John F. Kinney, 
William C. Page of Wheatland, George F. 
Slocum, George P. Decker, Frederick W. 
Smith, Postmaster J, E. Connolly of Brock- 
port, James O. Spellman, and many others. 

At 10:45 o’clock William ‘C. Page, Chair- 
man of one of the county committees, sug 
gested to Chairman Hinkley the advisabil- 
ity of limiting the debate as to the ground 
to be gone over and the number of speak- 
ers, in order to save time. Mr, Hinkley 
considered the suggestion timely, and called 
the committee into executive session, where 
two representatives each from the Cleveland 
Legion, the Flower City Democracy, the 
Page County Committee, and the Smith 


Count Committee were heard on ‘the 
Siaetion of limiting the debate. At noon 
fhe sub-committee adjourned, after decid- 
ing to hear representatives of the several 
organizations on the merits of the issues 
as follows: Fifteen representatives each of 
the Page and Smith Committees, five each 
from the Flower City Democracy and the 
Cleveland Legion, ten business men, five to 
be selected by each of the county commit- 
tees. Reporters were excluded.

The Flower City Democracy and the Smith

AS no reporters were to be allowed inside, 
Judge Kinney protested that Louis M. An- 
tisdale, one of the Flower City Democracy, 
was a newspaper man.

‘morning paper. That made no difference, 
and he was not admitted. The Slocum men 
‘confidently predict that Mr. Flannigan will 
decide that their organization is regular. 
The anti-Slocum men say that Messrs. Por- 
ter and Mack are not in favor of recognizing 
either faction, and that they believe that 
the only way to harmonize the party in 
Monroe County is to have the State Com- 
mittee hold new caucuses. Thé great bone 
of contention will be over the City Central 
Committee. The Smith-Slocum men will 
fight to the bitter end to have the ‘‘ Spell- 
man City Central Committee” declared reg- 
ular. They are, however, willing to submit 
to new caucuses in wards and towns where 
there were bolting caucuses last Fall, but 
will fight against calling new caucuses in 
all the thirty-nine wards and towns in the

State Committeeman Smith opened the 
ball for the Smith-Decker-Fleckenstein fac- 
tion, and was given half an hour in ‘which 
to present his case.

What Artist Ruckstuhl Says of Plac- 
ing the De Peyster Statue. 


Considerable comment is heard about 
placing the De Peyster statue in one corner 
of Bowling Green. Some members of the 
National Sculpture Society freely criticise 
the selection of the site and recommend 
that the statue be set up at least in the

“The statue of Abraham de Peyster is a 
very large piece, and to stick it up in one 
corner of a plot of grass the size of Bowling 
Green is childish. The first principle of 
park architecture is balance, and that is 
most terrifically violate@d in placing the 
statue where it is. It gives the appearance 

having been dropped there by a meteor. 

e statue is a very good piece of work, 
and I like the idea of having statues :n veri- 
ous parts of the town. 
ve Phere are two property plated statues 
in the whole town that can think of— 
Ward’s Washington on the Treasury atepe 
in Wall Street, and St. Gauden’s Dodge in 
Herald Square. They are almost ideally 
‘placed. But nothing could be much worse 
than the placing of Bissell’s De Peyster. 
If it is wished to keep the statue in Bowl- 
ing Green, it should stand in the centre of 
the Green. The fountain could be removed 
the statue stood in its place, and a small 
fountain put in each of the corners of the

Mayor Nathan D. Matthews of 
Boston with Arrest. 


Commissioner Parker sat in judgment at 
the trials of delinquent policemen yester- 
day at Police Headquarters. The calendar 
was an unsusally heavy one, there being 
ninety-nine complaints. 

Ex-Mayor Nathan D, Matthews of Bos- 
ton appeared as complainant against Pa- 
trolman Frank Penny of the Grand Cen- 
tral Station squad. He made a charge 
against the policeman of wrongfully com- 
pelling him to pay a telephone charge and 
of having threatened him with arrest. 

“I stopped into a drug siore on Forty- 
second Street, opposite to the Grand Cen- 
tral Station, on May 25,” said Matthews, 
“and called up Boston on the telephone. 
I had purchased tickets for Boston, and my 


train was to leave at 10 o’clock. Before 
going I wished to communicate with my 
wife in Boston. I asked for my connection, 
but I could not hear anything. Then I 
went over to the Grand Union Hotel to 
get breakfast, leaving word in the drug 
store that I would be back. While I was 


‘at breakfast the boy came over and said 


the charge was $2. I told him I would be 
over as soon as I finished breakfast. I 
went back to the drug store and asked the 
boy to try again and get Boston for me, 
but he refused unless I paid the §$2. 

“This I declined to do, and I crossed over. 
to the station. It was a few minutes of 1) 
as I was entering the passenger room. Po- 
liceman Penny stopped me and wanted to 
know why I refused to pay the $2. I said 
it-was none of his business, and then I un-- 
derstood him to threaten me with arrest. I 
had just three minutes to catch my train, 
and-I decided to pay the charge and settle 
the matter afterward. I gave the boy $2 
and took the policeman’s number.”’ é 

When Mr. Matthews concluded his testi- 
mony, Policeman Penny said: ‘I'll prove 
that his statement here is false.’’ 

Louis Marks, the boy in charge of the 
telephone, testified that Mr. Matthews was 
in the telephone booth fully five minutes. 
After Mr. Matthews went away the Central 
Office said the ex-Mayor had been talking 
with Boston. 

The rest of Marks’s testimony agreed 
with that of Mr. Matthews, except that he 
said the policeman did not threaten the ex- 
Mayor. 

Policeman Penny denied that he threatened 
Mr. Matthews with arrest. 

General Manager Bethel of the Metropoli- 
tan Telephone Company testified for Police- 
man Penny, and said he was prepared to 
show that Mr. Matthews had an intelligent 
communication over the telephone with his 
wife. If hecessary,, he would bring the 
operator at Boston here to prove that such 
was. the, case. 

Mr. Matthews said he was also prepared 
to prove that. his wife had received no in- 
telligent communication from him.

Demand for the Services of the Rev. Dr. 
Minot J. Savage in Washington, 
Chicago and New-York. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—An interesting 
controversy as to the succession to the 
pastorate of one of the best-known churches 
in’ Washington brings into notice rival 
ambitions of Boston, Chicago, and New- 
York... Dr. Rush R. Shippen,, who for many 
years:‘has been the pastor of the Unitarian 
Church of All Souls in Washington, one 
of the leading churches of the city, has 
handed in his resignation, to take effect 
Nov. 1, and has accepted a call to Brockton, 
Mass, 

The membership. of All Souls includes 
many men of National reputation, among 
whom are Senators Morrill, Hoar, Chandler, 
and Washburn; Gen. A. W. Greely, the 
arctic explorer; Chief Justice William A. 
Richardson of the United States Court of 
Claims, and Col. Carroll D. Wright, the 
Chief of the Labor and Census Bureau. 

The church was founded seventy-three 
years ago. Presidents John Quincy Adams 
and Millard Fillmore worshipped within 
its walls. Other well-known Americans 
who worshipped there were Chief Justice 
Marshall of the United States Supreme 
Court, Daniel Webster, John C. Calhoun, 
Edward Everett, Charles Sumner, John P. 
Hale, Horace Greeley, and George Ban- 
croft, the historian 

Some members of the church have been 
endeavoring to secure the services of Dr. 
Minot J. Savage of Boston, who, after 
twenty years of continuous service in the 
New-England metropolis, feels that a 
change of his field of labor would be a 
good thing. Dr. Savage has preached 
many times in All Souls’ Church to over- 
lowing audiences, but his discourses have 
fivided the church into two parties—one a 
tonservative faction, deeming him too rad- 
ical and rationalistic in his teachings, and 
the other and more progressive party ad- 
hering to all the distinguished preacher’s 
most advanced tenets, and desiring that 
they should be enunciated from a ash- 
ington pulpit. There is a lively controversy 
between the two parties as to the advisa- 
bility of inviting Dr. Savage to come to 
this city. 

It has been disclosed that Dr. Savage has 
received a call from the. Independent Lib- 
eral Church of Chicago, at a salary of $10,- 
000 a year, which is $2,000 more than he 
receives in Boston, and quite as much in 
excess of what he would receive in Wash- 
ington. But Dr. Savage does not like Chi- 
cago as a place of residence, and in de- 
clining the Chicago call he said that if he 
should adhere to his intention of marie 
Boston, he would prefer to settle in New- 
York or Washington. 

Meanwhile, the Rev. Robert Collier, the 
veteran pastor of the Church of the 
Messiah,. in New-York, has announced 
his, determination to retire from the 
pulpit next Autumn, and at his solici- 
tation the vestrymen of that church 
have asked Dr. Savage to ,.succeed 
him. Dr. Savage has this proposition under 
consideration, and it is not unlikely that 
he may accept it. It is considered almost 
certain that he will accept it if the congre- 
gation of All Souls’, in this city, shall not 
tender him a call. 


LYNCHERS TAKE A_ SPECIAL TRAIN 


a Sheriff and Hang a 
Negro—Lynchings in Arkansas. 


MOBILE, Ala., July 18.—Andrew Thorras, 
colored, accused of a brutal assault on an 
aged white woman named Mrs. Vise, near 
Moss Point, Miss., captured here some ten 
days ago, and held for a requisition from 
the Governor of Mississippi, was taken to 
Scranton, Miss., by Sheriff Minor on an 
early freight train. A mob of 250 men 
heavily armed was at the depot to receive 
the’ prisoner. When the Sheriff noticed a 
special train from Moss Point standing on 
the upper end of the siding he called to 
his deputy that the jig was up. 

The. lights were extinguished in the ca- 
boose, and the prisoner was concealed in a 
box under the seats. The crowds swarmed 
around the train and jeered at the Sheriff. 
A tall Mississippian discovered the negro in 
his hiding place, and cried out, ‘‘ Come on, 
boys! here he is,”’ and, with this, the crowd 
with a rush swarmed into-the coach. 

Half dragging and half pushing, the mob 
ran with their victim up and across the 
track to a large water oak tree. There 
were no preliminaries; the rope was in 
readiness, and the negro was swung in 
midair. Then, commenced a fusillade that 
lasted’ fully fifteen*minutes, andthe bcdy 
was riddled witk bullets.

then © who murdered J. Martin at Sum- 
merville, July 2, was chased to a swamp by 
a posse and killed. He was surrounded by 
officers, but would not surrender; he turned 
and fled, and was shot down.

The carriage contingent was 
particularly strong, and there was a double 
row of private equipages on the lake drive, 
near Col. Hilton’s kennels, where the view 
of the course was unobstructed by trees.

ANOTHER REORGANIZATION PLAN 


Holders Find 
the 


Some Cordage Security 


Much to Criticise in 
Proposed Undertaking. 


Wall Street was interested yesterday in 
the appearance of a second Cordage Reor- 
ganization Committee. The new plan un- 
derwent analyses and naturally caused 
varied comment. Security holders friendly 
to the original plan found much to criticise 
in the other. Their criticisms were well 
expressed by one of them, who is thorough- 
ly familiar with the situation, who under- 
stands the cordage business, and who was 
positive that as a commercial or as a 
financial proposition the new plan was not 
feasible. 

“The plan proposed by the Fish commit- 
tee,’’ he said, ‘‘ repeats the errors committed 
by the previous reorganization, and per- 
petuates the dangers which caused the 
failure of the United States Cordage Com- 
pany. Regarding the matter of the under- 
lying liens which it proposes to retire by 
sales of property, these liens cannot be 
dealt with in the manner suggested, for the 


reason that it would be impossible to sell 
the properties at even the prices appraised 
to the receivers for ali cash witnin the 
limit of time when many of the underlying 
iiens mature in this current year. Further, 
in order to realize sufficient money to meet 
the underlying liens the property would have 
to be sold ag cordage .milis, in which case 
they would pass into the hands of competi- 
tors of the United States Curdage Company. 
There are Bast due $838,000 of underlying 
liens, and $500,000 additional, which mature 
Oct. 1, to meet which payments no provis- 
ion is made in the so-called plan. 

** Real estate, buildings, and machinery of 
the United States Cordage Company have 
been appraised to the receivers at less than 
$3,500,000. These properties are subject to 
underlying liens aggregating $1,600,000 and 
interest. The proposition is to organize a 
corporation to acquire such portion of the 
above properties as may ne necessary for 
the Fe sage of the new corporation, and to 
bond the same for $6,250,000, twice what 
the property, as a whole, is worth to-day. 
Practically the Fish plan is to endeavor to 
secure from the stockholders $2,250,000, with 
the power at the end of twelve or eighteen 
months to foreclose the property as against 
the shareholders, and to get this sum of 
money for the benefit of the bondholders 
practically for nothing. 

“The Fish plan is not underwritten, arid 
it is doubtful if substantial underwriting 
could be secured for any considerable part 
of an issue of bonds amounting to twice 
the value of the property bonded, and when 


‘the earning power of the corporation issu- 


ing the same can a | be determined in the 
future. From the information submitted 
to the gentlemen who have undertaken 
to reorganize the company ‘on sound busi- 
ness lines from people familiar with the 
cordage business, advice was received that 
to exceed a maximum fixed charge of $200,- 
000 would jeopardize the corporation, in 
view of the changed and fluctuating condi- 
tion of the cordage business. 

“The $6,250,000 of bonds start with an 
apparent value of 50. cents on the dollar. 
Such an issue is excessive, and can hardly 
render them attractive to stockholders. The 
bonds of the plan which has been under- 
written are certainly worth par, as they 
are secured by property having an actual 
valie in excess of their face. It would 
seem that the new plan could not be com- 
pared with the original as a business prop- 
osition, for the original plan secures all 
present property, piovides working capital, 
and permits the handling and sale of prop- 
erties not required, to the greatest ad- 
vantage.”’ 


THE CHIC,G0 GAS TRUST 


Its Relations to the Philadelphia Fi- 
delity Company to be Investigated. 


CHICAGO, July 18.—Attorney General Mo- 
loney intends going to Philadelphia next 
week to take depositions concerning the 
connection of the Fidelity Company of that 
city with the companies comprising the Chi- 
cago Gas Trust. Judge Windes of the Cir- 
cuit Court, before whom the litigation is 
pending, will authorize a commission to 
take testimony. The details will be ar- 
ranged with ex-Attorney General Hunt, who 
is one of the Gas Trust’s counsel. It is 
probable that the interests of the gas com- 


pany in the Eastern inquiry will be looked 
after by Richard Dale, who is the Phila- 
delphia counsel for the trust, as well as 
attorney for the Fidelity Company. 

The Attorney Genera] said to-day: 

‘*IT will probe the whole subject to the 
bottom. I want to know what resolutions 
appear on the minutes of the Fidelity Com- 
pany concerning the acceptance of the 
trust, and its action regarding the adminis- 
tration of the trust. The whole -relation- 
ship must be exposed. The Fidelity has 
been voting for officers and exercising all 
the rights of ownership over the aftairs 
of, the Chicago Gas Company. If I find 
that this has been the true state.of :f- 
fairs, I shall go into court and ask fora 
decree prohibiting the Fidelity from doing 
business in the State. A visit to Philadel- 
hag A is necessary to get the information I 
wam."’

A Witness Who Will lestify for the 
Insurance Swindler. 


MRS. PIETZEL ARRIVES IN TORONTO 


She Thinks the Murdered Girls Were 
Her Children—Mrs. Howard Now 
on Her Way to Canada—The 


Inquest in. Progress. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 18.—The principal 
development in the Pietzel case to-day was 
the appearance upon the scene of a witness 
who is to prove an alibi for Holmes on the 
charge of murdering the two children in To- 


ronto. The witness refused to give his 
name or to tell where he is staying in this 
city. This, afternoon a mgn of medium 
height, with remarkably» bushy iron-gray 
hair and’ mustache and chin whiskers 
streaked with gray, went into the office of 
Lawyer Shoemaker, counsel for Holmes. 
The man had the appearance of a foreign- 
er and it was subsequently learned that he 
was a French Canadian. Mr. Shoemaker 
and the stranger were together for some 
time. . When the latter left the office he 
was accosted by the waiting reporters. In 
replying to the questions put to him, he 
spoke with a strong French accent, and de- 
clined to give his name or address. He 
stated, however, that he had come from To- 
ronto to Holmes’s assistance, He said that 


he would be able to prove that he saw 
Holmes, deliver the two Pietzel children to 
the car® of the mysterious Hatch at Toron- 
to. The Canadian further asserted that he 
knew Hatch, and that he also knew. Holmes 
at Fort Worth, Texas. Mm 

This was practicaily all that could be ex- 
tracted from the man, and his story was 
subsequently confirmed by Mr. Shoemaker. 
Mr. Shomeaker said that he would not tell 
the man’s name until he had consulted 
with Holmes, and that he would not see the 
latter. 

At the office of the District Attorney 
this afternoon but little could be learned 
regarding any new developments in the 
case. The only thing that was given out 
at the office was that the District Attorney, 
after telegraphing Mrs. Howard, Holmes’s 
wife, at Indianapolis to come to this city, 
had last night telegraphed her again 
directing her not to come here at this time, 
but to proceed direct to Toronto and put 
herself in communication there with e- 
tective Geyer, It is supposed. that Mrs. 
Howard is on her way to Toronto to-night. 

From another source it was learned that 
the District Attorney probably has in his 
possession evidence tending to show that 
Holmes was at the CallowhiN Street house 
on’or about the time of the supposed kill- 
ing. of Pietzel. So far there has been no 
evidence showing that Holmes was at the 
house at any time within’several weeks of 
the supposed murder. 


MRS. PIETZEL AT TORONTO. 


She Has No Doubt the Murdered Girls 
Were Her Children. 


TORONTO, July 18.—Mrs. Pietzel, mother 
of the two children believed to have been 
murdered by Holmes, the insurance swind- 
ler, arrived here from Chicago at 9 o’clock 
this evening. She had not been recognized 
by her fellow travelers, though several 
ladies, noticing her dress of deep black and 
her mournful face, had entered into conver- 
sation with her, : 

To a reporter who met her on the train, 
she said she had come to Toronto because 
Detective Geyer had requested her to do so, 
She did not know what her arrangements 
would be until she had seen and talked 
with him. She stated that she had no doubt 
whatever that the bodies discovered in the 


cellar of the St. Vincent Street house were 
those of her paneates, but, on being asked 
if she thought the murderer to be Holmes 
or Mudgett, she burst into tearsand re- 
mained silent. 

On arriving at the Union, Station, a 
crowd of several hundred people were found 
gathered on the platform, It was composed 
largely of the rougher ‘element, though it 
was not.in any way disorderly. 

Mrs, Pietzel was taken to the Rossin 
House, where Detective Geyer has been stop- 
ping. On arriving there she hurried to her 
room, and the detective announced that he 
would allow no one to see her again .to- 
night, She will probably give evidence at 
the inquest to-morrow evening. + 

The inquest was formally held to-night 
on the body’ of Alice Pietzel, the youngest 
of the two girls, the inquest already in 
progress being on the body of Nellie Piet- 
zel only. The inquest on the second body is 
simply to allow of the Coroner’s ordering 
a post-mortem. A post-mortem examination 
of Nellie Pietzel was begun to-day, and 
medica] testimony will be heard to-morrow. 
Meanwhile the Crown authorities refuse to 
allow anything to be divulged. 

The Nudel cottage, on St. Vincent Street, 
was the scene of a further search to-day by 
Detectives Geyer and Cuddy to satisfy 
themselves and the public that the body of 
Howard Pietzel was not concealed some- 
where in the cellar, where his sisters were 
buried, or in the adjoining yard. ‘The cel- 
lar was thoroughly searched, every spot 
being turned up to a depth of some feet: 
the yard was carefully explored, and an old 
cistern examined, but nothing was found, 
and it now seems certain that the boy was 
emaaneen and his body disposed of in De- 
troit. . 

A few small bones were discovered, which 
were thought to be parts of Nellie’s foot, 
which was said to have been missing, but 
on? examination at the Morgue they were 
found to be chicken bones. An exaména- 
tion of the body now leads the Coroner to 
believe that the bones of the foot are in the 
coftin with the corpse. 


MAILS BY PNEUMATIC TUBES 


System to Connect New-York and 
Brooklyn May Soon Be Adopted. 


It seems probable that the pneumatic 
method of transferring the mails between 
the New-York and Brooklyn main Post 
Offices will soon be in use, and that the 
system of tubes will also be carried as far 
north as Harlem. 

The New-York Mail and Newspaper 
Transportation Company has a plan to 
connect the New-York and Brooklyn Post 
Offices by which its ducts are to be carried 
over the Brooklyn Bridge, and the plan, 
having been made in accordance with the 
requirements of the Bridge Trustees, now 
meets with their approval. The plan ig also 
acceptable to the Postmaster General, and 


approved by Postmaster Dayton of New- 
York and Postmaster Sullivan of Brooklyn. 
By the present means of convey:nce, in 


wagons, ‘it takes over an hour to send a} 


mailbag from one office to the other, but 
by the pneumatic system a carrier full of 
letters can be sent from ‘one office to the 
other in five minutes.

They 
have one child, Hortense Troy, now about 
two years old. 

An application in behalf of Mrs. Troy to 
compel her husband to pay her alimony and 
counsel fees pending the trial of her suit 
against him was made yesterday to Judge 
McAdam in the Superior Court. The basis 
of her action is cruel treatment on the part 
of her husband. One day in September, 
1892, she says he threw a cup at her, and 
his conduct otherwise was so brutal, she 
alleges, that she was compelled to leave 
him and return to her father’s house. A 
reconciliation, however, was brought about, 
and she returned to her husband, but his 
good conduct was only temporary. She 
says that in March, 1894, he blackened her 
eye, and one night last May he locked her 
out of the house all night. Mrs. Troy also 
says that her husband pawned his jewelry 
to get money for drink and to gamble with. 

Mr. Troy was represented by S. & B. Op- 
penheimer, who. produced his affidavit de- 
nying the accusations made against him by 
his wife. He accuses her parents with be- 
ing gr emg for all his domestic woes, and 
says they never became reconciled to him 
after he had eloped with their daughter. 
He charges‘his wife with flirting with young 
men in the Battery Park, and says she 
was in the habit of spending her time there 
instead of attending to her household du- 
ties. She went to a Swiss picnic on May 25 
at Lion Park, he says, and did not return 
until daylight. When he upbraided her 
there was a scene. Moreover, he had been 
in the habit of paying $26 a month to her 
father for rooms on the third floor of 13 
Broadway, wnich were entirely uncongenial 
to him.

ALLEGED COINERS IN COURT 


“Dave” Carmine and Several Others Must 
Stay in Ludlow Street Jail Until 
October Unless They Give Bail. 


“Dave” Carmine, John Linde, Thomas 
McKenna, James Durkee, Frank Carr, and 
Sarah Ryan, alleged counterfeiters, were 
arraigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Shields yesterday. Carr’s “correct 
name is said to be Manning. 

Joel M. Marks appeared for them and 
asked the Commissioner to discharge John 
Linde for lack of evidence. 

Assistant District Attorney Ball replied 
that he would not oppose the motion, and 


Linde was accordingly discharged. He did 
not wait’ to see how his companions fared 
at the. hands of Commissioner Shields, but 
left the room in a great hurry. 

Mr. Marks then stated that he had made 
an .investigation in the case of ‘‘ Dave’”’ 
Carmine, and was satisfied a mistake had 
been made. Carmine, he said, has a busi- 
ness:of his own, and in his neighborhood 
was considered a respectable young man. 
Five’ days prior to his arrest he had been 
married to a very respectable young girl 
seventeen years old. In his case bail could 
be furnished- if the sum could be reduced 
from $5,000 to. $1,500. If not, he would be 
compelled to remain in jail until October. 

In the meantime, his business would be 
lost and his wife turned into the street. All 
this would prove a great hardship if Car- 
mine were found innocent upon trial. 

Commissioner Shields informed Mr. Marks 
that as soon as he found how much bail 
he could offer and let him know, he would 
fix the sum. Carmine’s young wife was in 
court and wept disconsolately during the 
proceedings. 

“‘T would now ask that the woman, Sarah 
Ryan, be discharged,’’ said Mr. Marks. 
“There is no evidence against her but the 
finding of these molds and tools in her pos- 
session.”’ 

“Do you honestly make that motion be- 
fore me—make it in good faith?’’ demand- 
ed Commissioner Shields. ‘‘Do you make 
that motion to discharge her?” 

“ Certainly.” replied the counselor. 

s Well, well,”’ said the Commissioner, ‘I 
won't do it in the face of the strong evi- 
dence against her.”’ 

Mr. arks said he was ready to go on 
with the examination in her case, but later 
he asked for an adjournment until Monday, 
which was granted. 

The Commissioner then held Carmine, Me- 
Kenna, Durkee, and Carr to await the 
action of the Federal Grand Jury, which 
will convene in October next. The prison- 
ers were then ironed and taken back to 
Ludlow Street Jail to remain until October 
unless they secure bail.

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SILVER AND THE WORKINGMAN. 

One of the most formidable arguments 
used by the silver men is that the United 
States and all gold-standard countries are 
at a great disadvantage in competition 
with silver-standard countries. We call 
this argument formidable because it is 
almost the only one on that side that has 
the air of being scientific and because it 
gives what appears a broad basis for a 
policy essentially narrow. We have from 
time to time pointed out that at best this 
assertion of the silver men was too vague 
to be verified with certainty, and that, 
even if it were true, it had no bearing on 
the currency policy of the United States, 
which has not sufficient commerce with 
Silver-standard countries to make their 
competition a serious element in deciding 
our course. We are giad to see that in 
the current number of Rhodes’s Journal 
of Banking Mr. Worthington C. Ford has 
taken up the general question and treat- 
ed it with his usual clearness and thor- 
oughness. We shali not undertake to 
offer even a summary of his article, but 
there is one point that he brings out with 
great definiteness that every sensible 
American should keep in mind—the atro- 
cious wrong done to the wage-earning 
classes by a depreciated standard such 
as ‘silver. 

He says: “The partisans of silver as- 
sert that the fall in the market or com- 
mercial value of silver has resulted as a 
bounty on exports, because it has enabled 
those countries using silver to produce 
more cheaply. This assertion can be 
true only on one condition; that the pur- 
chasing power of silver has remained un- 
changed im domestic merkets. If the do- 
mestic manufacturer can hire labor or 
turn out his manufactures for the same 
weight of silver in 1894 that he could in 
1873, it would stand to reason that his 
labor and products are costing him now 
50 cents against a dollar in 1873. But 
what does this mean except to assert that 
the wage earner hes been practically de- 
frauded?”’ 

He gives an aceount of the develop- 
ment of the cotton-spinning industry in 
Japan, the main facts of which we repro- 
duce in tabular form:

Here it will be seen that the total prod- 
uct has increased threefold in three years, 
the cost of manufacture has decreased by 
18 per cent., and wages have remained 
almost stationary. The equivalent of the 
wages above quoted in “sen” is 9 cents 
for men and 4 cents for women for a 
working day of 111% hours, including the 
time allowed for meals. It is, of course, 
absurd to claim that the reduction in the 
cost of manufacture or the increase in 
the product can be ascribed solely to the 
depreciation of silver. But, whatever pro- 
portion was due to this source, the work- 
ing ‘people got no advantage from it, 
Such depreciation would tend, on the 
other Hand, to advance the prices of the 
necessaries of life. Mr. Ford cites Gov- 
ernment tables of prices in Tokio which 
show the following changes in the prices 
of food in “sen”:

It will be seen by this table that a day’s 


wages in 1892 would buy only a little 
more than fourfifths as much rice in 
Tokio in 1892 as in 1889. In other words, 
while the cost of manufacture had fallen 
18 per cent., the cost of rice had advanced 
18 per cent. and wages had remained al- 
most exactly the same, The unfortunate 
workman comes out worse in every way. 

This would inevitably be the result in 
our own country of adopting the silver 
standard or in any way depreciating or 
debasing the currency. The silver men 
urge that silver is the “ people’s money ” 
and gold the rich man’s money. It is ex- 
actly the reverse. Capitalists can make a 
profit from fluctuating and depreciating 
currency which must bring loss and noth- 
ing but loss_to the great body of the peo- 
ple. The general people, and especially 
the wage earners, might as well insist on 


polluted water or adulterated food as on’ 


depreciated money. They suffer at best 
from the unavoidable fluctuations in 
values and from commercial disturb- 
ances, But any legislation that debases 


the currency of magattive cont 
fe ar ele OB at AS 
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‘There were some interesting statements 
in the interview with the editor of The 
Wine and Spirit Gazette which was pub- 
lished in The Times yesterday. One ot 
them was the statement that a formal 
agreement was made between a commit- 
tee of the Central Association of Liquor 
Dealers and ‘the leaders of Tammany. 
Hall,” according to which “‘ the monetary 
blackmail paid to the police should be 
discontinued in return for political sup- 
port.” This is interesting for the admis- 
sion it contains that the ‘' monetary 
biackmail”’ was then a recognized thing 
on the part of President Martin of the 
Polige Board and the other Tammany 
leaders, as well as for the terms of the 
bargain itself. The retail dealers were 
bound “ to sblidly support the Tammany 
ticket in consideration of the disecontinu- 
ance of the monetary blackmail,’’ and if 
any liquor dealer ‘‘ showed any signs of 
independence the Tammany Hall leader 
would give the tip to the Police Captain, 
and that man would be ‘ pulled’ and ar- 
rested on the following Sunday.” 

The full meaning of this disclosure, in 
its bearing on local politics and law en- 
forcement in those times, before the 
Parkhurst crusade and the Lexow inves- 
tigation, it will be quite easy for any 
reader of The Times to grasp for himself. 
But this idea of turning Sunday prohibi- 
tion to’ account for the benefit of the or- 
ganization upon which its enforcement 
depended is also very interesting on ac- 
eount of its origin. It is a Maine idea, 
and it has been used for years for the 
benefit of the Republican organization of 
that State. It was to a large extent the 
souree of the strength of the Blaine ma- 
chine, especially in the Cities of Portland 
and Bangor and in large towns like Lew- 
iston and Augusta, 

The advantage of the Republican poli- 
tician of Maine was that his prohibition 
law was in effect every day in the week, 
and it applied not only to saloons, but to 
hotels. It was a mighty instrument in 
his hands, and he wielded it with effect 
year after year. The sale of liquor went 
on wherever the local sentiment was not 
strong against it, but there was a distinct 
understanding that those engaged in it 
must “ solidly support” the ticket of the 
Republican Party, and any dealer who 
showed “signs of independence” was 
sure to be “pulled.” The rule was 
soon established that the sale of liquor, 
te be safe, must be in the hands of “‘ good 
Republicans” active in support of the 
machine, and the illicit traffic became a 
potent factor in the politics of Maine and 
is so even unto this day. 

A few years ago a prominent and ener- 
getic citizen of Portland, a Republican 
true in the faith, but with notions "about 
the enforcement of law akin to those of 
Roosevelt, came forward as a candidate 
for nomination for Sheriff of Cumberland 
County. His candidacy was received with 
favor and his nomination was regarded 
as a foregone conclusion until he boldly 
announced that if he should be elected 
Sheriff of Cumberland County the prohi- 
bition law would be rigidly enforced in 
the City of Portland when he came into 
office. Thereupon his ‘ boom” suddenly 
subsided, his candidacy was quietly 
“turned down,” and the Republican Con- 
vention nominated a man with different 
notions of the uses of the prohibition law. 
What the politicians wanted was not a 
“rigid,” but a “‘ discriminating,’ enforce- 
ment of the law. 

We presume that all this time the pub- 
lic sentiment of the State of Maine, as 
represented in the Legislature, has really 
been in favor of maintaining the law. A 
prohibition amendment was put in the 
Constitution some years ago, and doubt- 
less public opinion as weil as the popular 
vote: was in favor of it. Probably the 
Republican Party could not without loss 
undertake to change the policy of the 
State in dealing with the liquor traffic, 
but the corrupt politicians have no desire 
to change it. They are always ready to 
“‘declare’’ in favor of maintaining pro- 
hibition ard to ‘“‘ strengthen the law” to 
any extent demanded by Neal Dow him~ 
self. The stronger the better, so long as 
the enforcement is in their hands. It is 
a potent weapon, and they have wielded 
it with skill and effect these many years 
and taught lessons to Tammany Hall, 
and thereby they have debauched polit- 
ical sentiment and corrupted=party meth- 
ods throughout the State. Ballot reform 
has never been popular with the Repub- 
lican legislators and politicians in Maine. 
Why? Because protection of secrecy in 
voting would deprive them of half the 
value of the prohibition law as an instru- 
ment of oppression in politics. The pol- 
icy of local option would do the same 
thing. The use of the Sunday! law here 
for ‘‘ monetary” or political blackmail is 
a local application of the Maine idea of 
enforcing a law, where public opinion 
does not uphold it, ‘‘ with discrimina- 
tion,” for the benefit of the party machine 
that controls the agencies of enforcement,

IRON AND CORN. 


The journals of the iron and steel trade 
report activity which is exceptional at 
this season of the year. ‘‘ Usually at this 
time,’’ says The Iron Age, “ when the effi- 
ciency of labor is reduced by the hot 
weather, the majority of rolling mills stop 
for repairs and stock taking. This year 
every wheel must be kept turning to sat- 
isfy customers.” 

This activity is observed in all branches 
of the industry. Reports for the last 
week from the several districts show this. 
For example, from Pittsburg: ‘“ Prices of 
plates are up about $2 per ton, but. the 
demand is as heavy as ever. The heavy 
demand for structural material continués. 


Bar mills are very busy. Orders for the 


quick shipment of sheets. cannot be 
placed except at a very stiff advance. 
The demand for pipes and tubes is large.” 
From Chicago: “The pig-iron producers

From’ Philadel- 
phia: ‘No indications of a decline of 
business in July, The outlook to-day 's 
brighter than ever, There is an extraor- 
dinary demand for mill irons. Mills pro- 
ducing finished material are so full of 


work that they really are not in a posi | 


tion to accept mutch new business.” 

The weekly output of pig iron is in- 
creasing, the demand and the decreasing 
stocks bringing into blast many furnaces 
ordinarily held.in reserve, Returns of 
weekly eapacity of active furnaces for 
Aug. 1 may break the record. The larg- 
est output in any year has been that of 
1890, when the product was 9,202,703 
tons. The output was 7,124,502 tons in 
1893 and 6,657,388 tons in 1894. The 
product this year will be. almost equal 
to that of 1890, according to the estimate 
of the Iron and Steel Association, which 
is that 9,000,000 tons will be made. The 
condition of no other industry so clearly 
indicates the general condition of the 
gountry’s manufactures and trade. 

There is a very natural disposition in 
some parts of the country to be cautious 
untH the corn crop is safe. As. we have 
pointed out heretofore, this crop prom- 
ises to be enormous. The planted area 
is larger by 6,000,000 acres, or 8 per cent., 
than it was last year, and the average 
condition at this time is exceptionally 
good. Our largest crops heretofore were 
those of 1889 (2,112,892,000 bushels) and 
1891, (2,060,154,000 bushels.) Acreage for 
those years and for the present year, and 
condition on July 1 and Sept. 1 in each 


year, are shown below:

These figures indicate for this year a 
record-breaking crop, which would be of 
very great value to the country. The 
safety of the crop, however, is not yet 
assured, although prominent Western au 
thorities express the opinion that serious 
injury can be inflicted hereafter only by 
early frosts.

THE FULTON WORSTED MILLS. 


We hope that the recent purchase of 
the Fulton "Worsted Mills, at Oswego 
Falls, in this State, by a syndieate of 
English capitalists has not escaped the 
attention of Republican politicians and 
journals. At these miils the finest grade. 
of cloth are made and 800 persons are 
employed. The wages of the employés 
were increased a short time before the 
property was sold, and it is stated in our 
dispatches that the mills ‘‘have been 
very successful financially.” It should 
not be overlooked that among the pur- 
chasers are certain manufacturers of fine 
worsteds in Bradford, the English centre 
of the industry, and that the investment 
Was made upen the advice of Bradford 
manufacturers who carefully inspected 
the property. 

Our Republican friends have continual- 
ly asserted that the American woolen 
mills generally, and especially those pro- 
ducing fine Wworsteds, could not do a 
profitable business under the new tariff; 
because it was impossible for them to 
compete with Bradford. They repeated 
these assertions even after more than 
forty woolen menufacturers had in- 
creased the wages of their employés, and 
to these increases are now to be added an 
advance in all the mills of the Rhode Isl- 
and district. Now come these English 
capitalists, these Bradford manufactur- 
ers, with their Bradford advisers, and 
buy one of our largest woolen plants, at 
which are made fine worsteds with which 
Bradford competes. They expect to make 
a good dividend upon the investment, and 
we may be sure that they paid a good 
price, for the mills ‘‘ have been very suc- 


cessful.” 


It is the domestic demand for the prod- 
ucts of American mills of this class which 
has increased the imports of fine cloth- 
ing wool to more than 75,000,000 pounds 
for the eleven months ending on May 31, 
and the recent increase of the price’ of do- 
mestic wool by 2 cents a pound is due in 
part to the same demand. 


THE SORROWS OF BARKEEPING. 

The Times yesterday contained an au- 
thentic exposition of the woes of bar- 
keepers in the present state of affairs 
that was calculated to touch every feel- 
ing heart. It is not likely to win many 
sympathizers, however, for among the 
sympathetic classes, and especially in os- 
tentatiously and professionally sympa- 
thetic circles, the line is commonly drawn 
at barkeepers. .Nevertheless, the way of 
the barkeeper is hard. As the expositor 
of his woes justly observed, “ This thing 
of working six days in-:the week and get- 
ting arrested on Sunday is tiresome.” 

It is entirely credible that the barkeep- 
ers would prefer a day of rest on Sunday. 
It is reported that the journeymen bar- 
bers instigated and supported the law 
against Sunday shaving, which has been 
made unduly contemptible by its inequal- 
ity. In the same way the journeymen 
liquor sellers may be supposed to be in 
favor of strictly dry Sundays. If their 
employers were quite sure that the police 
would keep them from selling on Sunday, 
and they are receiving very clear assur- 
ances on that point, they would give their 
barkeepers the day off. A Barkeepers’ 
Sunday Closing Association would be a 
queer-looking bulwark of law and moral- 
ity; but it is not out of the question that 
this bulwark may be reared. 

The barkeeper has still another woe, 
and this the cruelest of all. According 
to our informant, after he has been im- 
mured, first in a dark barroom and then 
in a cell, on Sunday, he is liable to be dis» 
charged and pretty certain to be blown 
up on Monday for his simplicity in selling 
a drink to a policeman. This crowning 
outrage is enough to make him a strict 
Sabbatarian. Add to the introduction of 
the base mechanical device which “ regis- 
ters your purchase ” and curtails the bar- 
perquisites the chance of be-

LOCAL OPTION IN ENGLAND. 

We were mistaken the other day in say- 
ing that the discussion of the drink ques- 
tion had played no part in the canvass 
preceding the Parliamentary elections. 
The remark was just according to the in- 
formation then accessible, but later Lon- 
dom papers contain full reports of the 
speeches of the leaders on both sides, and 
in these the Local Veto bill receives its 
share of attention. Jt is probably fair to 
say, on a comparison of the speeches, 
that the order in which the issues of the 
canvass were placed was, upon an aver- 
age, first, home rule; secondly, disestab- 
lishment in Wales, and, thirdly, the Local 
Veto bill, The bill was shelved, it now 
seems clear, not because its supporters 
lost faith in it, but on account of the exi- 
gencies of the Parliamentary calendar. 
At any rate, the Liberal leaders showed 
no disposition whatever to shirk it. Their 
opponents would scarcely have allowed 
them to do so, it is true, but there is 
nothing defensive or apologetic in the 
tone the supporters. of the bill took, 
though they might have argued, with 
some plausibility, that the issue was 
past and dead if they had not themselves 
eared to keep it alive. 

The attacks upon the bill proceeded, as 
may be supposed, from the obvious 
ground that it was an infringement of 
personal liberty as well as an interfer- 


ence with the vested rights of the pub- 


licans. Lord Salisbury said, with note- 
worthy boldness, that there was no rea- 
son for the measure, since, “as regards 
temperance, we are in’a fairly satisfac- 
tory condition.” A Briton, particularly, 
who does not find that drinking is a 
great evil, the lessening of which should 
be pursued by any means that does not 
constitute an even greater evil, is a man 
with whom it is difficult to argue. But 
Lord Salisbury nevertheless seems to 
have been well advised in assuming that 
it was an evil from which its victims did 
not desire to be delivered. The London 
Times, commenting upon Mr. ®Balfour’s 
speech on the question, says: 


‘The abstract objections to giving a 
majority power to interfere with the action 
of individuals, where no general p ‘hibitive 
exists, are very strong; bout the 
measure of which Sir William Harcourt 
is so proud is opén to criticism on other 
grounds, if the right of minorities to pro- 
tection against illegitimate pressure be 
waived, the inequality and the injustice 
of the Local Veto bill have still to be taken 
into account. In one of the small contig- 
uous country districts the publicans may 
be ruined without compensation, while 
drinking will not. be in the slightest degree 
diminished, and the public houses half a 
mile off will find their takings doubled.” 


Mr. Balfour himself made an elaborate 
argument on much the same grounds, 
and in another speech he inquired 
whether there was “a single temperance 
reformer who thinks that the promulga- 
tion of the details of Sir William Har- 
court's bill has helped forward the par- 
ticular solution of the temperance ques- 
tion which the late Government appeared 
to approve.” Mr. Goschen dismissed the 
subject with comprehensive brevity: “It 
was called a Local Option bill, but it was 
a bill that would leave certain classes in 
the full enjoyment of their wishes as re~ 
garded alcohol, while it would refuse to 
a vast number of persons that access to 
legitimate refreshment which might fair- 
ly be demanded by all classes of the com- 
munity,” 

On the other hand, the leading Liberals 
committed themselves fully to the prin- 
ciple of local option. Sir William Har- 
court himself searcely made a single 
speech, and he made many, without go- 
ing elaborately into the question, point- 
ing out the evils of the liquor traffic and 
justifying the suppression of them in any 
community in which a decisive majority 
{a two-thirds vote is required by the bill) 
elected to suppress the traffic. Mr. As- 
quith said: ‘In my judgment the Liberal 
Party is as deeply and as strongly 
pledged to the introduction of popular 
control as the governing principle in rela- 
tion to our liquor laws as to home rule 
for Ireland,” and went on to defend the 
bill. Finally Mr. Morley, at Newcastle, 
made an emphatic and manly statement 
of his position, which may have cost him 
his seat, but waich must increase the re- 
gret for his defeat that is felt, on personal 
grounds, in this country as well as in 
England: 


“Our bill is a bill, mark you, by which 
stand or. fall, we abide. I do not beliéve 
in Governments and I do not believe in men 
who bring in bills dealing with great 
social questions and then say: ‘We will 
drop the bill if you don’t like it.’ What I 
say is this—we stand by that bill whether 
constituencies like it or not. If they beat 
us, we are beaten. There are worse things 
in the world than being beaten. If you are 
beaten in what you know or believe to be 
a righteous cause which will uplift the con- 
dition of the people of the country to 
which you belong, never mind whether you 
are beaten or not. I know that is not what 
is called good tactics. You know that on 
this platform I have never troubled my head 
very much about tactics. I have told you 
what I have thought; I have told you the 
proposals that I cared for and that I would 
support; and I shall go on upon that line 
until you turn me out for Newcastle.”’

SEA GIRT AND PEERSKILL. 


The most striking feature in this year’s 
encampment of the National Guard of 
New-Jersey, which is now in progress at 
Sea Girt, is that it adopts the New-York 
system. After a trial of brigade camps 
for years, the military authorities of the 
former State have concluded to adopt in- 
stead regimental encampments, and thus 
the regiments of the First Brigade. will 
perform each in succession a week’s tour 
of duty on the familiar grounds at the 
seashore, instead of encamping there to- 
gether as heretofore. 

Undoubtedly the system of regimental 
encampments is somewhat more expen- 
sive, through keeping the camp grounds 
open and cared for a much longer time, 
and it imposes more prolonged labor upon 
the general staff in such States as con- 
duct the camp through the supervision 


of this staff. Again, brigade drills must 


up, 


ment should not have the camp ground 


+ turned over to it, preparing and cooking 


its own rations, and conducting its own 
programme of exercises. At Peekskill the 
supervision of the general staff is resorted 
to, presumably because it gives greater 
uniformity and excellence in the general 
conduet of the camp and allows the regi- 
mental or company organization all its 
time for improvement. 

As to brigade drills, they employ a 
great number of men mainly for the ben- 
efit of a few officers. Undoubtedly they 
have their uses, and some States, like 
New-York, have many of their troops so 
concentrated as to allow one or two an- 
nual brigade field days, supplementing 
the work of the regimental camp. But 
so far as sham fights, grand reviews for 
the benefit of spectators, and similar 
showy performances are concerned, they 
cannot compars in value with the close, 
detailed work of the regimental camp, 
where little time is wasted in displays 
,and pageants. 

We think, therefore, that New-Jersey 
has made a clear advance in adopting 
this central feature of the Peekskill sys- 
tem. ‘The present is the fourteenth sea- 
son during which the latter has been car- 
ried out, and each succeeding year at- 
tests its usefulness, That discipline can 
be thoroughly enforced and that the week 
which each regiment has at its disposal 
can be used to the best advantage under 
this plan, there seems to be very little 
doubt.

The second and fatal quarrel could have 
been easily avoided had the students chos- 
en, and even the original dispute seems to 
have been one in which they had little or 
no excuse to participate. 

A correspondent who signs himself 
‘“ Landsman’’— and whose letter leaves no 
doubt as to the fact that he is one—has 
evolved a curious theory in regard to the 
Valkyrie and the Defender. After a careful 
study of the pictures of those peculiar craft 
he has reached the conclusion that they are 
not sailboats at all. ‘“ You will notice,” 
he writes, ‘“‘a startling likeness between 
their design and that of cable cars.

RICHMOND'S EXCISE BOARD CONDEMNED 
The Grand Jury Reports on the Irreg- 


ularities It Found. 
RICHMOND, S. L., July 18—The Grand 


Jury of the Richmond County Court of ! 


Sessions, which has been investigating the 
affairs of the County Board of Excise, pre- 
sented a report of the findings to the Court 
to-day. The jury had before presented four 
indictments against Frederick W. Clifford, 
clerk of the Excise Board, two for extortion 
and two for neglect of duty. 

The jury reported that the manner in 
which the business of the board had been 
conducted was a disgrace to the county, 
and.it had only refrained from indicting the 
entire board because the members had 
testified that they acted under advice of 
counsel, and that the clerk was responsible 
for the condition of the board’s books and 
papers. 

The books were examined by an expert, 
who reported that the minutes of the board 
had not been entered for two months; that 
in the record book of licenses, where the 
law requires to be kept a perfect record of 
the names and addresses of all persons to 
whom licenses are granted, the date of 
issue, the fee paid, and the names and ad- 
dresses of bondsmen, there was not a 
single entry; that in the books of certifi- 
eates the stubs in many cases did not con- 
tain the date, amount of fee, or eyen names 


of the persons to whom the licenses were 
issued; that while the Clerk and Treasurer 
were both provided with cash books, the 
Clerk’s book. contained only two entries of 
disbursements and twenty of receipts, while 
the Treasurer, Commissioner Michael Don- 
nelly, had entered sixteen items of receipts 
and ten of disbursements, and then stopped. 

Chairman White kept the cash account, 
which did not tally with the~deposit in 
ank. 
tothe jury says it obtained evidence that 
money had been received by the Clerk for 
blank applications for licenses to be taken 
away and filled in by others, and that in 
two instances this illegal fee had been re- 
eeived by a Commissioner and turned over 
to the Clerk, knowing that the fee was ille-

TWO BOYS MURDER THEIR MOTHER 


They Live in the House with Her 


Dead Body Ten Days. 


LONDON, July 18.—In Plaistow, an east- 
ern suburb of London, this morning, two 
boys named Combes, aged thirteen and 
eleven years, were brought before a magis- 
trate upon the charge of having murdered 
their mother. The accusation was substan- 
tiated by their own confession of the crime. 

The boys killed their mother by stabbing 
her through the heart ten days ago, since 
which time they have occupied the house 


alone with the woman’s fast decomposing 
body. The husband of the murdered woman 
and father of the boys is a ship purser, and 
is absent from home on a sea voyage. The 
house is well furnished and possesses all the 
requirements of a comfortable home, 

After the boys committed their crime 
ethey pawned. a number of valuables they 
found in the house and enjoyed themselves 
by taking trips to various places on the 
river, visiting cricket grounds, and indulg- 
ing in other forms of amusement. 

When they were arrested they were play- 
ing cards in the house containing the de- 
composed corpse of their mother, in com- 
pany with a half-witted man and apparent- 
ly getti the highest degree of enjoyment 
from their pastime. 

The magistrate deelared that he.could not 
believe the youngsters sane and remanded 
them pendin their mental examination. 
The minds of the boys seem to have been 
upset. by reading novels which made heroes 
oF cutthroats, robbers, and the like. 


TO PREVENT FIRE IN WARSHIPS 


Secretary Herbert Witnesses Tests of 
Fire-Proofing Material. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—When Secretary 
Herbert read the full account of the battle 


‘of the Yalu River he was very much im- 


pressed with the fact that when some of 
the Chinese ships caught fire there seemed 
to be no way of checking the flames, thus 
rendering’ them ineffective and causing 
other Chinese shins to suspend fighting, 
that they might go to the assistance of 
the burning vessels. 

Mr, Herbert made inquiry iitto the sub- 
ject of making fire-proof the interiors of 
United States warships, and the idea -has 
been carried out to some extent. In fur- 
therance of his inquiry into the matter, he 
witnessed an experiment to-day in the en- 
gine room of the State, War, and Navy De- 
partment Butiding. The representative of 
a company which ‘fire-proofs by electricity 
placed two pieces of wood in a furnace. 

One, of yellow pine, was left in the fire 
for five minutes. When taken out it was 
found to be — ly charred. The other 
piece was of ash, and it was left in for 
twenty minutes, On being removed and split 
the wood was found to be charred about 
half an inch. The wood did not ignite,

RUSSIA LOSES AN IMPLACABLE. FOE 


Prince Ferdinand Charged with Con- 
niving at the Crime—The Men 
Who May Now Come to 
the Front. 


SOFIA, July 18,—Scefan Nicolas Stambu- 
loff, ex-Prime Minister of Bulgaria, died at 
3:30 o’cloek this morning. from.the effects 
of the wounds inflicted upon him Monday 


evening, when he was returning to his home 

from the Union Club. ; t 
Only forty years of age, he had earned 

for himself the title of the ‘* Bismarck of 


Bulgaria,” and his last words weré “ God. 


protect Bulgaria.’’ j : / 

His death has intensified the bitter feel- 
ing that exists between his partisans and 
the supporters of the present Goyernment, 
and it has been freely charged that Prince 
Ferdinand and his Ministers were directly 
responsible for his assassination. 

M. Petkoff, M. Stambuloff’s personal 
friend, and editor of his newspaper organ, 
The Svoboda, who was with him at the 
time he was set upon by the assassins, 
and who was himself wounded, has 
been sitting beside the body ever since 
death occurred, He refuses to leave the 
dining room ,.of the Stambuloff residence, 
where the remains are. now lying. His 
weunds are in the head. 

The funeral of M, Stambuloff has been 
fixed for Saturday afternoon. 

Rumors are current that the poignards 
used by the assassins had poison on their 
blades, But these reports are not generally 
believed. 

Prince Ferdinand, who is in Carlsbad, has 
telegraphed to Mme. Stambuloff, expressing 
his indignation gt the assassination of her 
husband, and’ his sorrow because of his 
death. In his dispatch the Prince said he 
desired to remember only the eminent qual- 
ities of the dead statesman and the mem- 
orable services he had ‘rendered Bulgaria. 
He prayed that God would support Mme. 
Stambuloff and grant her consolation. His- 
tory would preserve eternally the memory 


of the patriot who had been torn from the 
affection of his friends by an abominable 
outrage, 

Mme. Stambuloff has received many mes- 
sages of condolence from royal personages 
and prominent men of various countries.

LONDON, July 18.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette, in an article on the assassination of 
ex-Premier Stambuloff of Bulgaria, says: 

‘Prince Ferdinand, in sitting stil in 
Carlsbad, without a pretense of bringing his 
instruments to justice, while at the same 
time he sends his Chamberlain to express 
his hypocritical sympathy to Mme. Stam- 
buleys proves himself a coward and a ras- 
cal.” : 

The Post will to-morrow say .that the 
astern question has so often suddenly de- 
veloped crises that the situation cannot be 
regarded without alarm. 

The Standard will hold that Prince 
Ferdinand and his Government are morally 
answerable for the murder of M,. Stam- 
buloff. It will intimate a, doubt ‘as to 
whether Prince Ferdinand will have the 
courage to return to Bulgaria to face the 
Situation that his own ppesumption’.and 
passion for intrigue™ haye created. The 
paper will say that it would not be sur- 
prised at the Czar insisting upon the ab- 
dieation of the Prince. 

The Daily News will to-morrow publish a 
dispatch from Vienna saying it is reported 
from Sofia that it is believed that Prince 
Ferdinand will not return. to Bulgaria. The 
whole National Party is incensed apermet 
him as being in a measure direct re- 
sponsible for the death of M. Stambuloff. 

he Russophiles are discussing tne question 
of proclaiming his son Boris ruler of Bul- 
garia under a Russian regency. It. is 
rumored that the Minister of War has been 
authorized to proclaim a state of siege, 

The dispatch adds tiat M. Stambuloff had 
worn a coat of mail for Seven years. This 
coat shows the traces of many blows that 
were leveled at its wearer by would-be 
assassins. 

The Times to-morrow will say that Prime 
Minister Stoiloff, who is cultured’ and hu- 
mane, feels his position acutely. Personally, 
he was anxious to allow M. Stambuloft to 
leave the country, but was compelled to 
yield to the clamor of the enemies of the 
ex-Prime Minister. The paper will add that 
it is stated in Vienna that Mme.. Stam- 
buloff refused to accept the condolences sent 
to her by thé Bulgarian Ministers. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, July 18.—The news- 
papers here were forbidden to make any 
reference to the assassination of M. Stam- 
buloff, the Bulgarian ex-Prime Minister. 
Despite this prohibition, however, the de- 
tails of the murder are known here. The 
crime has caused general indignation against 
the Bulgarian Government and police. The 
opinion is that Bulgaria has forfeited the 
sympathy of the powers. 


BERLIN, July 18.—The press here has re- 
newed its attacks on Prince Ferdinand. The 
papers regard the situation as being one 
that demands the greatest vigilance on the 
part of diplomats, especially those of the 
great pewers controlling the world’s peace. 

The Vossische Zeitung demands that 
Serre ee relations with Bulgaria be sev- 
ered. 

The National Zeitung predicts that Bul- 
garia will be left to her fate. 


BOSTON, July 18.—A Bulgarian 
man, at present living in Cambridge, 
Krstoff Vatralsky, a Harvard graduate, 
thinks that the dispatches from abroad 
describing the assassination of ex-Premier 
Stambuloff have conveyed a wrong im- 
pression concerning the part which they 
imply the Government and the police have 
played in the tragedy. He asserts that no 
one who knows the character of the men 
composing the present Government of*Bul- 
garia would for a moment think that they 
could be in any way concernéd in the 
killing of Stambuloff. They are, he says, 
men of high education, broad cultivation, 
and fine Footing and it is not cenceivable 
that they would descend to use such bar- 
barous methods against any one. Neither 
does he thing that.the police were in- 
tentionally absent at the moment of the 
attack. 

He admits that it is possible that.a few 
unscrupulous gendarmes may have been 
bribed into joining in. the plot, but he 
does not believe that any did-so. He is 
strongly inclined to think that the assas- 
sination was the result of private hatred 
of Stambuloff, particularly, as one of the 
assassins is the brother of a man whom 
Stambuloff executed. 

It is possible, of course, he says, 
Russian intrigue played some part in the 
lot, and there can be no question that 

ussia is pleased to have Stambuloff out 
of the way. In reply to an inquiry as to 
what will be the effect of the death of 
Stambuloff upon the future of Bulgaria, 
Mr. Vatralsky said: : 

“Tt will probably result in the reunion 
of the Liberal resty, under the lead of 
Dr. Vasil Radoslavoff, who is the ablest 
man in the party, now that Stambuloff 
is dead, and represents the anti-Russian 
spirit, The Radoslavists, as they are called, 
have always been strongly opposed to the 
methods employed by Stambuloff while he 
was in power. ‘ 

‘As Prime Minister Stambuloff opposed 
Russia and Russian intrigues with Russian 
methods; he fought fire with fire. He was 
a firm believer in the efficacy of the knout, 
and he ruled by it. The result was that 
many of his supporters fell away. In- 
stead of conciliating he strove to terrorize, 
and he alienated a number of his most im- 
‘portant and influential followers. — 

“ His wing of the Liberal Party is there- 
fore by no means as powerful now as it 
was. ad he lived the accessions which 
mgt have come to it through sympathy 
with his sufferings would not have been

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Compel the e to Retreat After 
n Battle tu Formosa. 


LONDON, July 18--A dispatch to The 
Times from Hongkong says that reports 
of serious fighting between: the Japanese 
and Black Flags in Formosa have been re- 
ceived from Amoy. The fighting took place 
sixty miles south of ‘Taipeh. The Black 
Flags were in aJmost overwhelming num- 
bers and fought with the. utmost bravery 
and stubbornness. Only the shells from the 
heavy guns of the Japanese saved the lat- 
ter from disaster. as 

The Japanese were compelled to retreat 
to the northwest. The Black Flags, ac- 
cording to the report, are now advancing 
upon Teckham, fifty miles west of Toko- 
ham, where renewed fighting is imminent, 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Details of the 
declaration of independence by the Island 
of Formosa have been received at the State 


Department from Charles Denby, .United 
States Minister to Pekin. Mr. Denby con- 
firms the statements made that a repub- 
lican form of government was instituted. 
He says: ; ‘ 

# is vepubiip will pass into history as 
the most short-lived government that ever 
existed. The Japanese have already capt- 
ured Taipelifu, which is only eighteen miler 
from the capital, and order will soon reign. 
Ex-Gov, Fang was inaugurated President 
May, 25. He and the various members of 
his Cabinet have all left the island. 

‘* It is yery questionable whether the peo- 
ple are at all concerned at the change of 
rulerg, It is stated that the moyement for 
indemendence was organized by the officials, 
and that the people were supremely indif- 
ferent. There were 50,000 Chinese troops, 
who were well,armed with modern rifles— 
but the Chinese will not fight. 

‘* Many of these braves are now in Amoy 
and are frightening foreigners. The forts 
at Keelung were, as is usually the case 
with Chinese forts, indefensible in the rear, 
though they were strong on the seaside and 
were provided with Armstrong, Krupp, and 
machine guns.”’ 

A translation of the official declaration of 
independence, which is inclosed with Mr. 
Denby's communication, says, in-part: 

** Now, therefore, we, the people of For- 
mosa, are irreyocably resdlved to die before 
we will serve the enemy, and we have in 
council determined to convert the whole isl- 
and of Formosa into a republican State, 
and a determination of all our State affairs 
shall be organized and carried on by the 
deliberations and decisions of officers pub- 
licly elected by us, the people.”’ 

Tang Chang-Sung, formerly Chinese Gov- 
ernor of the island, and Commander in 
Chiet, is named in the proclamation as Pres- 
ident of the republic, 


AUGUSTE REICHENSPERGER DEAD 


German Clerical 
Party and a Litterateur. 


BERLIN, July 18.—Auguste Reichens- 
perger, a well-known littérateur, and some- 
time leader of the German Clerical Party, 
died in Cologne Tuesday, aged eighty-seven 
years. 


Qnee Lender of the 


‘Auguste Reichensperger was born in Cob- 
lenz in 1808. After being admitted to the 
bar he practiced in the Court of Appeals at 
Cologne. Entering politics, he was elected 
to a seat in the lower house of the Prus- 
sian Diet, where he became a leader of the 
Centre, or Catholic, Party. In the ardent 
discussions relative to modifications of the 


‘Constitution he preved to be one.of the 


best orators in the House. In August, 1867, 
he was elected to represent Aix-la-Chapelle 
in the Diet of the Confederation of the 
North, and in 1871 he was elected to the 
Reichstag, where he became a cmef of the 
Centre Party. In 1884 he retired from polit- 
ical life, owing to the infirmities of age. 

He was as prominent in literature as he 
was in politics. Among the many works 
from his pen are the following, chiefly re- 
lating to the art of hope Sam gta period: 
** Notes on the Construeffon of the Cologne 
Cathedral,’’ ‘‘ Statues in the Chojr of the 
Cologne Cathedral,’ ‘‘ Christian 4nd Ger- 
man Architecture,’ ‘‘‘ Views on Christian 
Art,” ‘‘ Monumental Painting,’’, ‘‘ Profane 
Architecture,” and ‘‘Gothic Art of the 
Fourteenth Century." 


TO ENFORCE NEUTRALITY LAWS, 


———- 


United States Revenue Cutters Ordered 
to Take Extra Precautions. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—Contemporane- 
ously with the announcement: that the 
Spanish Cabinet has agreed to pay the 
Mora ‘claim the Treasury Department has 
issued orders to the revenue marine to act 
with increased vigilance in guarding the 
Scuth Atlantic coast, to prevent filibuster- 
ing expeditions for Cuba departing from our 
shores, and to protect our southern seaport 
towns from the introduction of yellow fever 
from Cuba. 

The cruises of the four revenue cutters 
assigned to this patrol duty are: Morrill, 
from Tampa to Cedar Keys; Forward, 
from Pensacola to Cedar Keys; McLane, 


from Key West to,Tampa; Winona, from 
Biscayne Bay to Key West. 

The orders direct: “In addition to your 
regular. duties.under the customs.and navi- 
gation laws you are directed to: pay strict 
attention to the enforcement of the neutral- 
ity laws. In the course of your cruising 
fishing ®macks or other vessels from for- 
eign ports which may be found near the 
coast, with or without the intention of 
making a port in the United States, and not 
having on board a bill of health, signed by 
the Consular officer of the United States 
at the foreign port from which the vessel 
last sailed, will be sent by you to the near- 
est quarantine station, to report there to 
the medical officer in charge for his action. 
You will hail all craft from foreign ports 
fallen in with, to ascertain whether there 
is sickness on board, and if an affirmative 
reply is received the vessel will not be 
boarded, but you will order it, as above di- 
rected, and enforce the order, If the re- 
ply should be negative, you will cause the 
vessel to be boarded by the sanitary in- 
spector and thoroughly examined in the in- 
terest of the quarantine service, and by an 
_officer of your command, under the cus- 
toms, navigation, and neutrality laws.”’

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 18.—The re-

Antonio Maceo, had been wounded and 
captured by the Spanish troops is untrue. 


Ex-President of Switzerland Dead. 


BERNE, July 18.—Charles Emmanuel 
Schenk, ex-President of Switzerland, died 
here to-day from the effects of injuries re- 
ceived in a carriage accident on the Sth inst. 


Charles Emneanuel Schenk was born in 
Berne in 1825. In 1845 he became pastor of 
the Protestant Church at Schupfen. He 
left the ministry to_follow a political ca- 
reer. He professed Radical opinions, and 
acquired the reputation of being one of the 
principal orators of his country. He repre- 
sented the Canton of Berne in the Council 
of. State from 1857 to 1865, becoming Vice 
President of the Council in 1862. He was 
elected President of the Swiss Confedera- 


tion in 1865. 


Vessels May Anchor at Ningpo. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—Mr. Denby, 
United States Minister to China, has in- 
formed the State Department that in re- 
sponse to his request that the orders be 
rescinded which prevented American and 
other vessels from going to the city walls 


of Ningpo, the Tsungli Yamen, or Board of 
Foreign Affairs, June 11 conditionally sus- 
pended the orders which were issued as a 
precaution against ‘‘ malicious and traitor- 
ous characters’’ pending the removal of 
torpedoes. The police have been directed, 
however, to keep strict guard, and if there 
is any cause for alarm, steamers will again 
be ordered to anchor off Chin Hai, their 
anchoring place at the time Mr. Denby’s 
request was sent,

‘ BANDUSKY, Ohio, July 18.—The Register 
of this city, a charter member of The Chi- 
cago Associated Press, states editorially 
that on Saturday last the Board of Direct- 
ors of that organization decided to call on 
the members of the association for 35 per 
cent. of the guarantee fund, subscribed 
nearly two years ago. by the members of 
the association, and also states that it was 
distinetly understood at the time the guar- 
antee was formed that the members would 
not be called upon to pay one eent of it, 
and that it would not be necessary to use 
it, and that the only object in making it 
was to give timely notice to The United 
Press that The Chicago Associated Press 
was ready for war, 

According to the annual report made by 
the Directors Dec, 31, 1894, The Chicago As- 
sociated Press assessments are now much 
higher than they were in August, 1893. For 
instance, at that time The Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette and Enquirer were each 
paying $98.68 a week for a report which 
now costs them each $160.35. Each of the 
morning papers in Detroit then paid $116 
a week.

A colored supple- 
ment is after a work by J. J. Weerts which 
is horrible in subject and strained in ef- 
fect, to'say nothing of the bad taste. dis- 
played. A dead French cuirassier lies at the 
foot of the crucified Christ, and the picture 
is entitled .‘‘ For-Humanity—For Country.” 
L’Hermitte’s decoration for the City Hall 
in Paris is more or less conventional; Roll’s 
‘Joys of Life’’ confines itself only to an 
ephemeral side, with its sirens; Frappa 
utilizes ‘‘ Le bas Percé”’ for rather indecent 
suggestiveness, and A.Dagnaux has but a 
siight thread of subject whereby to intro- 
duce two nude figures. Far more serious 
than these, and fine in character, is the 
quay of the fishing town, ‘‘ Near the Séa,”’ 
by Richon-Brunet, with its well-drawn 
types of: peasants, and “‘ The Old. Port at 
Toulon,”’ by E. Dauphin. Exceilent, too, is 
E. Burnand's “La Faite de Charles le 
Téméraire aprés la Bataille de Morat.”’ 
There is a modest-sized reproduction of 
Puvis de Chavannes’s decoration for Bos- 
ton’s Public Library. 

The sixth and last number brings to a 
conclusion an extremely interesting publi- 
cation, and one, containing as it does So 
many excellent examples of modern French 
art, that cannot fail to be most valuable 
for reference. This last has a large double- 
page color print after the picture by Jules 
Breton, entitled ‘* Leg Derniéres Glanes,” a 
composition on lines made familiar by pre- 
vious work by this man, The black-and- 
white reproductions are perhaps more sat- 
istactory, all things considered, and such 
works as. “‘ La Visite au Malade,” by Struys, 
the inn scene by R. Gogghe, ‘“ Pius de 
Foyer,” by J. E. Harris, and Nollou’s very 
ably. painted *“ Une Trouvaille come out 
much better than the color printing. , 

Several pieces of sculpture, notably, Fre- 
miet’s ‘‘ Orang-Outangs,’ horrible but pow- 
erful; Bartholdi’s group of Switzerland aid- 
ing Strasbourg, Paul Dubois’s lovely * Joan 
of Arc,” and Falguiére’s “Henri de la 
Rochejaquelin’”’ are given in addition to the 
paintings. (New-York: Boussod, Valadon &

Annulled Socialists’ EPlections. 


ROME, July 18—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day annulled the recent elections of 
the Socialists Barbato, Bosco, and De Felice 
after a long debate, which was very tcm- 
perate. The Radica's denied the legitimacy 
of military tribuna’:, and even the Marquis 
di Rudini, ex-Premier, and Signor Zavrar- 
delli, ex-President of the Chamber, urged 
the right of the Chamber to discuss the 
question of amnesty. 

Premier Crispi maintained that only the 
King could grant amnesty, and such clem- 
ency could only be granted when the res- 
toration of peace was complete.

ALL THEY WANT IS A HOWL 
Missouri Silver Men Afraid of an 
Educational Campaign. 


THEY WILL TAKE SNAP JUDGMENT 


No Time Before Their Convention for 
Discussion—Challenge of Sound- 
é Money Men to a Sqnare 
Fight Declined. 


ST, LOUIS, July 18.—The Democratic State 
Convention, which will be held at Pertle 
Springs. Aug. 6, undoubtedly will declare 
for the free coinage of silver and the six- 
teen to one ratio. The silver men, having 


a majority in the State Committee, at the 
meeting here last Monday determined to 
take a snap judgment on the Democrats of 
Missouri on the great National question cf 
the day. : 

The members of the committee who rep- 
resented the souhd-money sentiment of the 
State said first that they did not believe 
a@ convention should be held to con- 
sider the silver question. No good ceuld 
come from such a conyention, and nothing 
could be expected of it except a division 
in the Democratic ranks, which might later 
on greatly embarrass the party. They pro- 
duced no impression upon the silver men. 

*““We're going to have a convention,” the 
silver men said, ‘‘and you might as well 
make up your minds to it.” 

Then the sound-money men 
time. 

“Give us opportunity,” they said, ‘to 
go before the people and present arguments 
in support of the position we hold. We are 
not afraid to take the cool judgmant of Mis- 
souri Democrats on this financial question. 
We have no doubt the people would vote 
right with all the facts before them—op- 
portunity having been given: both sides to 
discuss the question in the neWspapers 
and in public meetings. 

** Let’s have a fair discussion of this silver 
question und take the people’s judgment at 
the end of it.” 


The silver men would not consent to this 
proposition. 


They did not propose -to have a discus- 
sion. They did not want the cool judgment 
of the people. They were after a how! for 
silver, and they proposed to get it. They 
did not say so, but it is a fact that they 
were afraid to consent to a fair trial of 
their cause before the people. There is lit- 
tle doubt that Missouri Democrats would do 
just what Kentucky Democrats did jf they 
should listen to a two months’ ¢liscussion 
of the silver question and then vote on it. 

It did not take long for the sound-money 
men of the State Committee to find out that 
they were in a hopeless minority. They 
quickly came to see that the silver men 
could do as they pleased. Thereupon they 
decided that if there must be a howl the 
sooner it was nowled the better. That is 
how it came about that the fight for a late 
convention was quieted all of a sudden, and 
the agreement was made for a convention 
Aug. 6, nine cays earlier than the silver 
men originally proposed to hold the con- 
vention. 

Intelligent men knowing the circum- 
Stances in which this Missouri conven- 
tion will be held will give its declarations 
very little weight. It will mean nothing 
except that the State Committee has car- 
ried through a job “‘put up” by Senator 
Vest. There are some who explain Vest’s 
attitude toward the silver question by cor- 
relating it with his attitude toward the 
Administration. He is against everything 
the Administration is for. Others think 
there must be some other motive operat- 
ing upon Mr. Vest which compels him to 
assume almost as much interest in this 
silver matter as a lawyer would take in a 
case in which he had been retained by the 
payment of a fee. Probably he thought it 
good enough Morgan to win him another 
term in the United States Senate, but he 
may be disappointed. 

Some of the members of the State Com- 
mittee act like men who have personal in- 
tcrests in the silver question. If they had 
been hired to do what they are doing thev 
would not exhibit greater zeal. As a mat- 
ter of course, the comparatively few men 
who are behind the silver agitation might 
go to a committeeman and say: 

“Here, Smith, Jones, Brown, or what- 
ever your name is, give us a boost for silver 
~e in your State, and we'll pay you for 

t ”

The committeeman might demand $1,000 
and get it easily. Possibly the silver men 
would pay, altogether, ten times that 
amount rather than not get the “ boost” 
they are after—things are not going their 
way just now. 

Nobody says any member of the commit- 
tee is under an engagement to the silver 
men. Nobody intimates that one of them 
could be bought for $1,000, or even for 
$100,000. What people say is that some 
of them would not show greater zeal if 
upon the successful outcome of their at- 
tempt to get a silver howl out of the 
Missouri Democracy depended the payment 
to them of large sums of money. 

When it comes to discussing the probable 
effect upon the Democratic Party of this 
Pertle Springs convention, there is a divis- 
ion of opinion. Men do not agree as to the 
amount of harm the convention will do 
the party. All admit that its tendency will 
be to degrade the party in the estimation 
of the people of the State, and to-drive 
out of the party a good many Democrats 
who will not care to affiliate longer with an 
organization which has been put on a level 
with a mob. The difference of opinion is 
simply as to whether the party will not be 
hurt so badly by the convention that it 
might as well be dead. 

Ex-Gov. Francis takes a hopeful view of 
the situation. He says: 

“The convention can and should have no 
effect. The true expression of the Missouri 
Democracy on the silver issue will be made 
at the convention of 186, and for that the 
sound-money Democrats will begin a cam- 
paign in September. 

“T believe the result will be favorable to 
sound currency. Imperial Missouri, with 
her abundant crops, boundless resources, 
unsurpassed credit, and her intelligent, hon- 
est, proud people, asks no compromise of 
just obligations, knows there is no road to 
wealth other than by earnest effort and 
persistent labor, and realizes that value 
cannot be made by legal enactment.” 


THE GEORGIA BIMETALLISTS, 


Senator Morgan of Alabama Expounds 
Free-Silver Doctrine. 


ATLANTA, Ga., July 18.—The bimetallists 
of Georgia met in convention at Griffin 
to-day. Every part of the State was rep- 
resented. Senator John T. Morgan of Ala- 
bama made the speech of the day. Resolu- 
tions calling for the immediate and inde- 
pendent free coinage of silver and gold 
were adopted, and an address to the people 
of the State was prepared. Senator Mor- 
gan in his address stated that the silver 
sentiment was steadily growing all over the 
country. 

Referring to a long list of Democrats who 
fayor free coinage, Mr. Morgan quoted lib- 
erally from ex-Attorney General Garland 
and ex-Secretary Lamar of President Cleve- 
land’s first Cabinet to show that they were 
strongly inclined that way. Senator Mor- 
gan said it was surmised, but how truly he 


did not know, that Senator Hill voted for 
free coinage in 1892 only in a Pickwickian 
sense. ‘‘ Such a way oc voting,’ sail ne, 
“may be in vogue in a State where the 
Democratic Party is divided into ‘ snapper,’ 
and ‘anti-snapper ’ factions; where one 
leader ‘snaps’ and the other leader ‘ anti- 
snaps,’ and between the two the party is 
consigned to Jonah’s quarters in the belly 
of the Republican whale. If Mr. Hill was 
forced into such a voyage by the anti- 
snappers in 1892, it may be safely calculat- 
ed-that he will kick himself on shore again 
in due season.’’ 

Continuing, Senator Morgan said that 
President Cleveland, in his financial policy, 
agreed with the -Northeasiern states wn + 
furnish the Democratic candidates that the 
gold issue shali®be consiaered apart itusn 
party creeds, and that the “solid South,’’ 
which has voted for him solidly in three 
consecutive elections, shall be broken. He 
would break all who do not bend to his 
power.

THE BANNOCKS CLOSELY WATCHED 


ndian Agents Are Doing All in Their 
Power to Prevent an Outbreak—Troops 
May Be Sent to the Scene. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—Commissiones 
of Indian Affairs Browning has telegraphed 
the following orders to Indian agents near 
the scene of the trouble with the Bannock 
Indians: 

Gov, Richards of Wyoming telegraphs that nine 
Bannock Indians belonging to the Fort Hall 
Agency were arrested and one killed on or about 
the 15th inst. at Marysdale, Uintah County, 
Wyoming, for wantonly killing game; that many 
other Indians are there threatening lives and 
property, and settlers are moving away. Pro- 
ceed at once to the scene of trouble and do all 
in your power to prevent further disturbances 
and to return absent Indians to their reservation. 
If troops are needed to protect settlers or prevent 
open conflict, advise me immediately. If you 
have any information now, telegraph the same 
to me before starting. 

The following reply was received from 
Agent Leter, at Fort Halil Reservation: 

I will state that on the 13th instant I received 
the information that Indians were killing game 
unlawfully in Wyoming. I immediately sent my 
entire police foree to Wyoming to bring back 
the Indians belonging to this reservation. The 
Captain of the Indian police sent back a police- 
man, who arrived to-day, and stated that one 
Indian had been killed by settlers, and from 
other sources I hear that several Indians have 
been killed. I leave for the scene of trouble at 
once. : 

CHEYENNE, 
orders from Gov. Richards, Adjt. 
Stitzer left to-day for the scene of ‘he 
Indian trouble in the Jackson Hole country. 
He will investigate the situation, and, if 
he deems the presence of troops necese 
sary, he will take steps to haye them on 
the scene. The Secretary of the Interior 
has not yet replied to the telegram sent 
by the Governor. Judge Torrey, . Speaker 
of the Wyoming House, has telegrapnaed 
the Governor from Lander, asking consent 
to organize a military force and proceed 
to the aid of the settlers.

‘Police Board Not Yet Decided About 
Next Sunday’s Action. 


NO LES UP ON SALOONS, HOWEVER 


Commissioners Not to be Diverted by 
Threats of Mandamuses Affecting 
Clubs and Political Talk, 
Says Mr. Roosevelt. 


* Jt was announced yesterday that the sale 
of soda water and non-intoxicants was not 
to be stopped on Sunday next or on any 
other Sunday, as had been anticipated. The 
Evening Post printed the following state- 


ment: * 

The so-called Sunday law which Judge Mc- 
\Adam interpreted to mean that ginger beer, soda 
‘water, mineral waters, &c., cannot legally 
be sold on that day wiil not be enforced next 
Sunday. It will not be enforced the Sunday 
after that, nor the next Sunday, nor the one 
after that. It will not be enforced on the Sun- 
days of August, September, &c. - 

This is stated positively. .No authority can be 
given at pregent for the assurance with which 
dt is said. Bot, unless the fundamental aim of 
the Police Board is altered, the successive dates 
andicated will bear out, as they are reached, the 
prediction made for the purpose of settling one 

oint in the interesting situation of the conflict 
© vata the Police Board and the saloon keepers, 
the politicians, and some of the newspapers. 
| When a reporter for The New-York Times 
showed this clipping to President Theodore 
Roosevelt of the Police Commission, he 
said: 

“You will notice that The Evening Post 
does not ascribe this statement to me. So 
far as I am. concerned, it is non-authorita- 
tive. I have not yet stated to.any one-what 
wwe shall do on next Sunday. I am not able 
tell you what we are going to do next Sun- 
day, except to close the saloons up tight- 
‘We have not yet decided what we shall do 
about soda water, and therefore I can say 
nothing about it. 

“One thing, however, is absolutely cer- 
tain, we are not going to be swerved one 
iota from the line of duty we have marked 
by these side issues. 

“ We will enforce all laws, bar none, just 
‘as quickly as we can get at them. We can- 
not enforce them all at once. We haven't 
got the physical force to do it, but we will 
get there. 

“If I am required to clear an obstruction 
out of the street, and the obstruction is too 
big for me to move all at once, I tackle the 
biggest thing that is in the way first, and 
then the next, and so on, until I have 
cleared the street. 

“That is the only way I know of. If I 
were to try and move it all at once, it would 
all stay, and the blockade wouid: continue. 


Moving it in sections, the worst obstruc- 
tions first, the street is easily cleared. 

_ “Just so we are going about this thing. 
‘All the laws will be enforced when we can 
get at them. But as we would not allow 
an open saloon to prevent our putting down 
a riot, so I am not going to let the soda 
water stand divert my attention until I 
have done with it. 

“We are engaged in the biggest fight, and 
we are not going to take any batk track. 
Lots of people prophesy that we are going 
to fail. They are wrong. 

“ Chief Conlin denies that he had author- 
ized or encouraged any discrimination: in 
the matter of night street stands. If there 
is any he is not aware of it. The matter is 
to be considered by the board. 

“There is no intention in. any quarter to 
deprive a poor man of the chance to make 
a living. There is a muddle in the whole 
subject of ordinances that has caused mis- 
understandings which will be straightened 
out. and corrected as quickly as they can 
be got at. 

“We shall allow the owners of these 
stands a reasonable time to dispose of their 
Stock. Should it be ascertained,.that any 
fruit stand is the resort of disorderly char- 
acters, it will be closed up at once. 

“Tt looks as if, for the first time, the 
Police Department was trying to efforce 
the laws, and by experiment finding out 
what the laws are. We are going to find 
them all out and entorce them. 

*T cannot be more explicit about what 
We are going to do next Sunday except that 
the saloons will be shut’ up. We are not 
zoing to be distracted by trivial matters. 
Fhe attacks of Rosenbluth and all the other. 
are simply having the effect of strengthen- 
ing. our grip on the saloon question. They 
cannot divert us; they are simply strength- 
ening our grip; they cannot change us.” 

Mr- Roosevelt’s reference to Rosenbluth 
was in regard to a threat on the part of 
the latter to apply to the courts for a 
mandamus ordering the Police Commission- 
ers to suppress the sale of wines and 
liquors in the Union League Club and kin- 
dred institutions on Sunday. a. 

Miles Rosenbluth is a lawyer at 154 Nas- 
sau Street. It is asserted that he has been 
retained by the liquor dealers to make a 
test case of the legality of selling wines and 
liguors in the fashionable clubs. 

Mr. Rosenbluth claims to have discovered 
the fact that it is illegal to sell or give 
away any wine, liquor, or beér in a club- 
house or in a private residence on Sunday. 
He contends that inasmuch as no club has 
a license to sell liquor, the officer or agent 
of an incorporated club is liable on a crim- 
inal prosecut.on for selling liquors to mem- 
bers of the club without a license either 
to the club or to the officers of the club. 

No reputable lawyer could be found yess 
terday to support Mr. Rosenbluth’s conten- 
tion. President Roosevelt said that he 
‘had received no mandamus, nor had he 
heard of any proceedings of that nature 
‘being undertaken. Until he was legally 
advised to the contrary he should continue 
to regard a clubhouse in the same manner 
as a private house, and not a fit subject 
for molestation on the part of the police. 

Mr. Roosevelt was questioned relative to 
the report that he would be requested to 
,discontinue the present rigid enforcement 
‘of the excise law by the Republican Party 
leaders. He announced that he had nothing 
fto say about the matter. 

He was then asked if he had seen the 
“published report of a conference held be- 
tween ex-Senator Thomas C. Platt, Edward 
(Lauterbach, and ex-Police Commissioners 
Murray and Kerwin, who fear, it was 
said, that President Roosevelt’s attitude 
w.ll be the ruination of the Republican 
Party. Mr. Roosevelt replied: 

“TI shall continue to enforce the’ excise 
Jaw right up to the handle, and I shall not 
ibe swerved from my duty as long as I am 
a Police Commissioner.”’ 

Controller Fitch yesterday sent the fol- 
lowing letter to Mr. Roosevelt: 

Your attention is respectfully called to the fact 
that at different meetings of the Board of Revi- 
gwion and Correction of Assessments the fact has 
beeome apparent that fences have been erected in 
the city for which assessment is laid upon prop- 
-erty, and that before the time when the assess- 
ment is confirmed the fences have been stolen 
or have otherwise disappeared. 

The injustice to the property owner in re- 
quiring him to pay an assessment for a fence 
which does not exist is apparent. It is also 
apparent that the city’s money has been in such 
cases spent for property which has at once dis- 
appeared, arfd the attention of the Board of Po- 
lice is respectfully called by the Board of Re- 
vision and Correction of Assessments to this state 
pf affairs. 

When Controller Fitch gave a copy of 

this letter to the reporters yesterday, he 
-added by way of comment: 
“It seems to me that if the Police De- 
artment spent a little more time in watch- 
ng people’s property than in trying to find 
out who drinks a glass of beer on Sunday. 
“at meer better conserve the public inter- 
ests.’ 

When the reporter called on President 
Roosevelt last night he had not received 
‘Controller Fitch’s letter, but-he- read -with 
la interest the comment of. Mr. 

c 


‘“*In regard to this statement,” said Mr. 
Roosevelt, “‘I will say that it seems to 
me it would be better for Mr. Fitch to at- 
tend to the interests of the people, and not 
the interests of the liquor dealers. He 
should not confound the position of Con- 
troller of the City of New-York with that 
+ counsel of the Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 

‘on.”’ 

Figures were obtained from Acting Chief 
Conlin yesterday which show the record of 
excise arrests from Jan. 1, 1894, down to 
the present time, as follows: 
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Senator Jacob A. Cantor yesterday wrote 
to The New-York*Times as follows: 

“The reference made to me by Commis- 
sioner Roosevelt the other night was from 
an interview published in ‘The New-York 
Herald July 13, I have already denied the 
language attributed to me. 

“The interview was not dictated, but my 
views on the subject have been expressed, in 
other newspapers, prepared beforehand. Will 
you kindly make mention of this in_ your 
columns as an act of justice to me ? Faith-

Wings of Brooklyn . Democracy 
Asked to Unite on Polling Places. 


VIEWS OF LEADERS ON COALITION 


Bernard J. York of the Regulars 


Knows of Nothing to Pre- 


vent Harmony—The Out- - 


look for Candidates, 


The first step in the interest of harmony, 
among Brooklyn’ Democrats was taken yes- 
terday by the two Democratic. members of 
the Board of: Elections. Commissioners 
Charles J. Edwards and Jacob W. Erreger 


—the first-named representing the Reform 
Democracy, the second the regular Demo- 
cratic machine organization—addressed the 
following letter to Bernard J. York, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of the 
General Committee of the Bell faction. 


The Democratic Commissioners will. designate 
the registry and polling places in all the even 
districts throughout the city, and to that end 
would ask you to communicate with Mr. John 
B. Shanahan of 17 Prospect Place, the executive 
member of the Democratic Party in Kings Coun-~ 
ty,.and join with him in recommending to the 
undersigned, not later than Aug. 10 next, a list 
of sultable polling places in the even districts 
of your ward, which are outlined in the list of 
boundaries enclosed herewith. 

The polling places selected should be as central 
as possible, for the convenience of all voters. 
Each polling place must contain not less than 
300 square feet, and cannot be less than 12 feet 
in width. The following dimensions are sug- 
gored. preferably the larger dimensions: 12 by 

feet, 14 by 24 feet, 16 by 28 feet, 18 by 22 
feet, 20 by 21 feet, 22 by 20 feet, 23 by 20 feet, 
24 by 20 feet, and 25 by 20 feet. 

The law requires that ‘‘ no building or part of a 
building -shall be designated as such place of 
registry or polling place, in any part of which 
wine, beer, or intoxicating liquor is sold.’’ The 
amount of rental for each place will be $40. 

Mr. Shanahan is the’ executive mem- 
ber of the Reform Democracy of the Ninth 
Ward. 

A copy of this letter was sent to every 
executive member of the two wings of 
the Democracy in the various wards, the 
plan being to begin the work of harmony 
by. bringing the rival executive members 
together, so that they could get acquainted, 
learn each other’s views, and have an op- 
portunity to talk over the political situa- 
tlon: 

This plan, it was said, was the sugges- 
tion of .Election Commissioner Edwards, 
who came from the Isle of Shoals 
Wednesday to-attend the picnic of the Re- 
form Democracy. at Ridgewood | Park, 
Wednesday night. Edward M. Shepard and 
the other Democratic Reform leaders de- 
clared for harmony at the picnic, provided 
it could ,be reached without. the sacrifice 
of. principles. 

Prominent members of the regular De- 
mocracy .who received. the Hdwards- 
Erreger letter, were not prepared yesterday 
to, publicly discuss it: Bernard J. York 
was asked if such a plan’ would. result in 
harmony. He declined to say. - He did not 
seem to be enthusiastic over the idea. Some 
of the Democratic leaders said privately 
that no practical result .would come. of 
the. attempt to unite the executive mem- 
bers of the two factions in joint recommen- 
dations as to polling and registry places. 

A*reporter for The New-York Times saw 
Charles J..Edwards at the Board of Blec- 
tions after his consultation with Mr. Er- 
reger, and just prior to’sending out the 
joint letter, and interviewed him on -the 
subject, of Democratic harmony, and ‘the 
way in: which it could be-brought about. 

“What isthe practical. thing that’ stands 
in the. way. of,harmony?’’ was asked. 

‘'That.is too broad a question to answer 
all.at-once,’’ he said. 

“What would bring: about practical har- 
mony between the two wings of the Democ- 
racy in Kings County?’ 

“Well, harmony can be reached, and 
brought about by the nomination of the 
proper: men for the sixty-seven offices to be 
filled at the election this’ Fall,” said Mr. Ed- 
wards. ; ; 7 : 

“Ts harmony necessary, before these nom- 
inations are made?’ 

‘““T very much doubt if the two factions of 
the Democracy in, Kings: County will. make 
nominations conjointly for some years to 
all at least, to the best 
of.my belief. Last year,we had platforms 
that were short, concise, and elevated. 
They were model platforms, and were. ac- 
companied by model nominations. We want 
to-see the same-thing again this: Fatl; with- 
out our being obliged to defend, excuse, or 
vindicate anybody.’”’ ' * 

‘* You.think the two factions will not come 
together prior at least to the nominating 
conventions?’’ : 

“I do not believe they will..It is improba- 
ble such.a thing will happen.” 

“‘ What is in the way?” 

“A general principle of politics.. By coal- 
escing with the regular Democratic machine 
organization our. organization would lose 
its whole stock in trade—the respect which 
the people have.for us, the belief that we 
are honest in our political principles. Even 
our Democratic opponents now respect us. 
If we merged ourselves’ in them they 
would say we did it for the sake of the 
offices.”’ “ 

“We are going into the Democratic State 
Convention this” Summer. - Our quarters 
have already been engaged at the indsor 
Hotel. We will be admitted. That is bound 
to occur. That will mean everything. It 
will mean we are. to be recognized in the 
es disposition of the offices. Our po- 
itieal principles will be recognized as weil. 

“After that it will be generally conceded 
that the reform Democratic organization 
is entitled to nominate the candidates for 
Mayor and District Attorney, because those 
are the two essentially administrative of- 
fices of our local government. I think there 
n no question that much will be conceded 
o us. 

“I should say, unofficially, that probably 
there will be a most satisfactory Alder- 
manic ticket, made up of a high class* of 
men who, it is hoped, will meet the approval 
of all Democrats and all gooe citizens, and 
who will make a good field from which 
pe = future Democratic Mayoralty candi- 

ates. 

‘Ours is no exclusive organization. Some 
of our best men are those along the water 
pat in the Sixth, Twelfth, and Fourteenth 

ards.’’ 

Mr. Edwards was asked in regard to some 
of the probable candidates. He said he sup- 
peeee ernard J. York, Clerk of the County

That senti- 
ment has been growing stronger every day 
for the i two or three months.” 

“What is the attitude of the regular 
Democratic organization ? ”’ 

“Our position is just this: Last year, 
both preceding and following the election, 
(at the opening of the present year,) We 
did everything we could honestly do io 
bring about a union of the divided forces 
of the Democracy in Brooklyn and Kings 
County. This did not necessarily mean only 
a single organization as the result of har- 
mony. We made every honest effort .to 
bring about conferences. We made ad- 
vances three times, formally, as an or- 
ganization, in perfect good faith. None of 
our advances was answered officially by the 
other organization. 

‘The regular Democratic organization— 
our organization—cannot now be expected 
to take the initiative in steps toward har- 
mony’ and unification.

There hus been so far less surface. activ- 
ity. in Brooklyn than usual, - considering 
the important political nature of the com- 
ing campaign. There are sixty-seven of- 
fices to be filled by the people, including 
ev beg District, Attorney, County Judges, 
and a Justice of the Supreme Court. 

Jacob Worth, it was learned yesterday 
from a- source of the highest political au- 
thority, has already picked out the man 
whom he is oing to push for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Mayor.

The regular Democratic leaders have been 

reatly troubled to find a candidate for 

ayor. UWp to this time the Heutenants 
of ex-Register Hugh McLaughlin have se- 
riously. considered. only one name, for the 
autos that of Congressman Joseph C. Hen- 

rix, President of the National Union Bank 
of this city. Mr. Hendrix is universally 
regarded as a strong man. He has been 
Postmaster, President of the Board of Ed- 
ucation, and has filled each position with 
eminent credit. He is said, however, to 
have given no sign of his willingness to 
become the Democratic machine candidate 
for Mayor. 

One of the most prominent of the regular 
leaders said yesterday that Mr. Hendrix 
had practically declined to become the can- 
didate, on the ground that his personal 
and business interests would not permit it. 

There has been a good deal of talk amon 
the Reform Democrats in favor of Edward 
M. Shepard or A. Augustus Healy as the 
Democratic candidate for Mayor. When 
spoken to on the subject, Election Com- 
missioner Edwards said he did not believe 
Mr. Shepard would agree to become the 
candidate. In that event, the general sen- 
timent at this stage among the Reform 
Democrats: seems to be in favor of Mr. 
Healy.

NEW. MEN IN DETECTIVE BOREAU 


Reorganization Effettel Under the Direction 
of Commissioner Parker—Stephen 
O’Brien in Command. 


The long-expected reorganization of the 
Detective Bureau has been effected, and 
to-day practically a new force will be de- 
tailed for duty. All the old detectives, with 
the exception of Sergt.-McClosky and, per- 
haps, one or two others, will go back to 
patrol duty or retire, as the case may be. | 

Sergt. McClosky, who has been acting 
chief of the bureau, is to be succeeded in 
command by Detective Sergeant Stephen 


O’Brien, who will rank. as Captain. His 
record is good. In common with the new 
chief, all the other detectives assume. their 
positions tentatively, go that their reten- 
tion will depend wholly upon themselves. 

Commissioner Parker learned much of the 
detective branch of the police force while he 
was connected with the District-Attorney’s 
office, so the board put the whole matter 
of reorganization in his hands. He care- 
fully searched the records, and studied the 
habits’ of a great number of men. After 
selecting what he deemed to be a large eli- 
gible list, the Commissioner cailied the men 
petore him and nad a long and searching 
interview with each. This duty kept him 
at his desk all day Monday, and well into 
Tuesday, when the final process of sifting 
was completed. The list will probably be 
made public to-day. 


NOW QUESTIONING MR, MURPHY 


EX-TREASURER OF THE BROOKLYN 
CHARITIES A WITNESS. 


He Asserts to the Investigating Com- 
mittee that He Will Answer What 
Questions He ' Wishes. 


The Assembly committee that is investi- 
gating the Charities Department in Brook- 
lyn met in the City. Court room in the 
Kings County Court House yesterday. 
George H.. Murphy,.who was.a Commission- 


er with Col. Gott, and .upon.whom, Col. 
Gott. seemed to throwemuch of the responsi- 
bility for the condition of affairs in the de- 
partment, was called as a witness. 

Mr. Murphy said he was Treasurer of the 
board, and that ithe schedules’ of articles 
needed by the departments were made out 
by the various Superintendents. He went 
over these schedules carefully and checked 
off items which he thought were not re- 
quired. 

Mr. Murphy said that in class bids the 
items were not gone over, but the footings 
only were considered. He said he kept 
memoranda of important matters, and he 
had these at Shippan, Conn. 


Q-—You never. examined the time books and 
compared them with the pay rolls? A.—I have 
examined the time books as a matter of informa- 
tion, in 1890, probably in the Fall, when .we had 
many mechanics: at--work, but-I never compared 
the time books with the pay ‘rolls. 


Mr. Hirsh asked Mr. Murphy to look 
through the pay rolls to see if there were 
any classifications of ‘‘department em- 
ployes.’”’ Mr, Murphy refused to do so, Mr. 
Hirsh demanded an answer to this quves- 
tion. Mr..Murphy said he was entitled to 


judge what questions he should answer. 


“You will answer questions or take the 
consequence,”’ said Mr. Hirsh warmly.

INQUIRY INTO ELEVATED ROADS 


Finances of the Kings County System Ex- 
plained by I‘s Treasurer to the 
Special Assembly Committee. 


The special. Assembly committtee that is 
investigating the railroads in Brooklyn took 
up the Kings County Elevated Road yester- 
day. ; James H. Frothingham, the Treas- 
urer, was a witness.- He said the contract 
under which the road was built called for 
a payment of $500,000 a mile, and bonds for 
$550,000 a mile were issued, the extra $50,000 
being for legal fees, &c. 

“Not a foot of the way was obtained 
and not’ a consent was granted without a 
fight in the courts,” said Mr. Frothingham. 

Mr. Frothingham said the ‘Brooklyn Ele- 
vated Railroad had put every obstacle in 
the path of, the Kings County Road, ard 
that the expenditures made necessary for 
consents and reimbursements, ag well as 
counsel fees, aggregated $1,000.000. 

The total bonded indebtedness of the road 
wds $10,518,000. He considered the present 
condition of the road excellent. and the 
prospect bright. 

The capital stock of the road, he said, 
was $4,750,000, but of that sum not a cent 
had been paid in, the shares being dis- 
tributed among the promotors and original 
bondholders as compensation for services 


and inducements for further energies. The 
money that was actually paid into the 
treasury of the company was $5,920,000 from 
the sale of Kings County and Fulton Ele- 
vated first mortgage bonds; 40 per cent. of 
the par value of the secon mortgage 
bonds, amounting to $1,500,000, and sub- 
scriptions to second: mortgage collateral 
certificates, amounting to $400,000, making 
a total of $7,720,000. 

The expenditures were: For construction, 
$5,125,000; equipment, $861,000; legal serv- 
ices and other expenses, $1,000,000. 

‘“* According to these figures,” said Mr. 
Wade, “it would cost about $1,500,000 a 
mile*to’ build the road’ The road at the 
present time hardly pays the interest on 
the “first mortgage bonds, from which it 
would appear that the franchiSe is not 
worth much.” 

‘“*} would not look at it in that way,” 
said Mr. Frothingham. ‘If Brooklyn con- 
tinues to grow as she has it will be but 
a short time when the road will be a good 
paying investment. Men engaged in such 


speculations as this take the growth of | 


cities .into,. their calculation. Part of the 
road..was built where only a few years 
ago corn was growing.’’ 

Mr. Frothingham, when asked about the 
boo being watered, took exception and 
said: 


“There is,not a man in Brooklyn who } 


would have put a cent into the company. 
Everything lay in the ‘future. There was 
sure to be litigation and the possibility 
that the franchise would be worth nothing.”

MAY ENFORCE THEIR RIGHTS 


Bondholders Will Be Protected by the 
United States Courts. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 18.—Judge Ache- 
son to-day filed an opinion: in the United 
States Circuit Court, overruling all the de- 
murrers to’ the bill’ of ‘complaint of the 
Pennsylvania Company for insurances on 
lives, and granting authority for the fore- 
closure of the Reading Railroad general 
mortgage. .It was held that the demand 


made in writing was within the fair mean- . 


ing. of Article 4 of the mortgage. 

In the opinion Judge Acheson says: “ To 
deny to a Philadelphia and Reading gen- 
eral mortgage bondholder the right to pro- 
ceed- by bill to enforce his mortgage secur- 
ity upon default in the payment of the 
semi-annual interest might work the great- 
est injustice, for by the provisions of the 


mortgage a ndholder is prescribed from 
levying upon, taking in execution, or sell- 
ing, under any Logg ae ape at law 
for interest, any part of. the: mortgaged 
premises. Now, the bonds run until the 
year 1958. Therefore, if a bondholder can- 
not resort to a bill for a foreclosure upon 
the non-payment of interest, he might be, 
and unless he could procure the co-opera- 
tion of other bondholders representing the 
requisite amount, surely would be, practi- 
cally remediless. A construction of the mort- 
gage involving consequences so unreasona- 
ble is not to be accepted.” 

The order reads: ‘‘ And now, the demur-

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CONTROL OF CITY NOISES 


Province of the Board of Health to 
Determine the Nuisances. 


WHAT RUBBER TIRES MIGHT DO. 


How Howling Dogs, Rattling Carts, 
Persistent Piano Players, Clang- 
ing Bells, and Some Other 
Things Can Be Handled. 


Livery stable ke*pers in this city are rap- 
idly substituting rubber tires for those 
‘made of steel. This ought to result in a 
great diminution of unnecessary noises. A 
rubber-tired hansom hops over the rough- 


est granite pavement with little more noise 
than the pneumatic tire of a bicycle. 

Many of the residents of New-York who 
own private carriages have equipped them 
with rubber tires, and others are likely to 
follow suit, not only because the absence 
of clatter permits-conversation in the car- 
riage, when it was formerly impossible, 
but also because it decreases_the jolting 
inseparable from rough pavements. 

If the only objection to the enforced use 
of rubber tires on all vehicles which use 
the streets at night is the slightly increased 
cost, it is quite possible that the Board 
of Health may oblige the owners of all 
“night-hawk”. cabs, milk wagons, and 
other vehicles which make so much rattle 
and clatter while the vast majority of the 
inhabitants of -the city are asleep to change 
the tires. 

It will be seen from an interview with 
Mr. Steinert, the attorney for the Health 
Board, that many things considered nec- 
essary might be declared nuisances if a 
proper remedy can be provided at a rea- 
sonable outlay. 

Dr. George F. Shrady said recently, in an 
editorial article in The Medical Record: 

“It is unnecessary to allude to the wide- 
spread evil‘effects of noise upon the public 
health. If the accumulated agony of irrita- 
bility could find a common voice it would 
dangerously jar the equilibrium of the pub- 
lic peace.” 

Other physicians hold that a large part 
of the nervous disease which is found as- 
sociated with city life is due as much to 
the noises which are always consciously 
or unconsciously. hammering on the brain 
as tc the care and worry incidental to the 
struggle for fame, wealth, or power. 4 

One of the delicate duties of the Health 
Board is to distinguish between noises 
which are necessary and harmless and 
those which are nuisances.. It does not 
matter whether a noise is made in a house 
or onthe street, if it can be shown that 
its existence is detrimental to the public 
health or to the well-being of a single per- 
son, the Heaith Board has power to sup- 
press it. 

Henry Steinert, the attorney for the 
Health Department, was asked yesterday 
by a reporter for The New-York Times 
when a noise was a nuisance and when it 
was not. Mr. Steinert lay back in his chair, 
drew his face into its judicial expression, 
and replied: 

“That depends largely upon circum- 
stances. It has been judicially held, for ex- 
ample, that the rattling of iron bars in a 
dray is a nuisance, whether it occurs dur- 
ing the day or during the night.” 

“Why are not wholesale milk carts, with 
25 or 30 empty cans, which rattle through 


the streets in the dead of night, nui- 
sances?’”’ 

“They may be, if the nolse they make 
is unnecessary, and if the public interest 
can be served as well by them without so 
much clanging and rattling. I should say, 
if it was practicable to put rubber rims 
around the bottoms of these cans, and if 
some material could be placed between them 
which would deaden the sound without add- 
ing too much to the expense of the car- 


riage of milk into the city, the noise might 
fairly be described as a nuisance. 

“Speaking generally, many noises are 
muisances if they occur during the time 
when the majority of the population is 
asleep, or ought to be. The Health Board 
usually makes these silent hours between 
10 o’clock at night and 6 o’clock the next 
morning. Take the case of dogs. We have a 
rule of the board embodied in the Sanitary 
Code that dogs must not howl at night. If 
any citizen is disturbed in his rest by a dog 
he comes to us and makes an affidavit to 
that effect. Then we serve a notice on the 
perens who is responsible for the dog and 

is howling. We have three classes of 
notices, The first is a peremptory order, re- 
quiring the nuisance to be abated forth- 
with. The second gives twenty-four hours’ 
notice, and the third five days. If our 
notice is disregarded, we either proceed by 
ertresting the proper person or by begin- 
ming suit against him. We never proceed by 
injunction.”’ 

“As to cats?’’ suggested the reporter. 

*“We could do the same thing in the case 
of cats, if we could find the owners,” re- 
plied Mr. Steinert, promptly. * Unfortu- 
nately, no one ever seems to know exactly 
whose cat it is which is doing the most 
caterwauling on the back fence. And the 
mischief of it is that the cats do not wait 
until a sanitary officer has time to identify 
them.” 

The beauties of a breed of cats whose 
vocal cords should be wanting or useless 
for night promenades were pointed out to 
Mr. Steinert, and he thought that the next 
cat show ought to offer a special prize for 
the finest cat of this type. If dogs can be 
bred to follow the trail without noise, as 
bloodhounds and coon dogs are, why should 
it not be possible to breed cats with the 
same regard for silence as one of the feline 
virtues? 

“When does piano playing cease to be 
merely an annoyance and become a nui- 
sance in law?” asked the reporter of Mr. 
Steinert, who replied: 

“Strictly speaking, only when it is per- 
sisted in late at — A family may have 
@ party occasionally, and keep up piano 
laying until after midnight, and the Health 

ard will not interfere. If it is played 
every night, however, after people are sup- 
posed to be asleep, it constitutes a nui- 
gsance. There are exceptional cases in 
which sickness happens to be next door 
where an officer of the Health Board is 
sent to the piano player to present this 
fact to him. As a rule, the playing ceases 
= the sick person either dies or gets 
well.” 

The reporter described a case within his 
personal knowledge. A man who is trying 
to learn the fiddle practices on that instru- 
ment for two or three hours each evening. 
His répertoire consists partly of simple 
pieces of classical music and partly of roof- 
garden ditties. He draws a strong bow, 
sits at the back window of his residence, 
and keeps up his flow of notes without fal- 
tering. Everything seems all right except 
the melody, which is invariably from half 
& note to a note and a half flat. If he prac- 
ticed scales, the neighbors could stand it, 
but to hear the Bach-Gounod “ Medita- 
tion’”’ murdered nightly is too much for 
them. No matter how sultry the night is, 

-the windows facing on the interior of the 
block can be heard going down one after 
another. The reporter asked Mr. Steinert if 

_the neighbors had any case in law against 
such a person. 

Mr. Steinert, who is musical, was deeply 
affected during the recital of this tale. Re 
replied: 

*I sympathize sincerely with those who 
have to endure the harrowing sounds of 
those who are learning to play any musical 
instrument. The case you mention is an 
extremely aggravated one, but the law pro- 

' vides no remedy. ustice is deaf, as well 
as blind, when it comes to distinguishing 
between the music which is a ‘ concourse 
of sweet sounds’ and music which is not.” 

“What about church bells, steam whis- 
tles, blasting noises, creaking signboards, 
street-car gongs, the rattle of elevated rail- 
way trains, the cries of street vendors, the 
bleating of sheep in wagons, and all other 
6 able noises?” asked the reporter.

**I think there is an Aldermanic ordinance 
against cries by street vendors. 
were a general complaint by residents along 
the streets through which sheep or calves 
are driven to the slaughter houses during 
sleeping hours I think the courts might de- 
clare such noises to be a nuisance and or- 
der them to be abated. The Health Board 
of the City of New-York has extraordinary 
powers, but it has to use them with judg- 
ment and discretion. You remember, it is 
excellent to have a giant’s strength, but 
not to use it like a giant. That is our case 
exactly, and I think the public understands 
it. We usually find it reasonable and ready 
to raat: f with the law, and we meet with 
very little resistance. Our duties as pro- 
tectors of the public health and comfort are 
frankly recognized in all parts of the city.” 

Gen, Emmons Clark, the Secretary of the 
Health Board, who hasbeen prominently 
connected with it since it was established, in 
1866, was asked to name some of the im- 
provements effected by the board within his 
memory. 

“It would take a page of The New-York 
Times,’ Gen. Clark replied, ‘‘to give you 
even an outline of them. I remember when 
slaughter houses were scattered all through 
the city, instead of being confined to ten 
or twelve abattoirs on the river fronts, as 
they are to-day. 

“In those days the ¢attle were driven 
through the streets and slaughtered in a 
barbarous manner, with the children from 
the tenement houses looking in at the doors 
and the blood from the animals flowing 
down the street gutters. That was common 
only twenty-five years ago. 

“We had a great controversy over the 
unnecessary ringing of church bells twenty 
years ago, and to-day most of the churches 
are built without bells. We used to have 
iron rattling in carts all the day long. Now 
it is conveyed through the streets mostly 
at night, with soft packing between the 
bars, which renders the carriage of it al- 
most noiseless. 

** When I think of all the offensive sounds, 
smells, and sights which citizens of New- 
York endured thirty years ago without mur- 
muring, I feel as if I live in a different 
city. Nearly all these reforms were ac- 
pies, grr more by tact than by threats of 
legal proceedings. 

“We have found by experience that a 
courteous Sanitary Inspector can get a 
citizen to remove any nuisance which inter- 
feres with the health or comfort of his 
neighbors merely by pointing out that the 
evil exists, and that it causes discomfort. I 
think the citizens of New-York are the 
most good-natured and the most reasonable 
in the world. 

“Whenever there is a case of sickness 
next door to a piano in constant practice, 
all we have to do is to tell the owner of the 
piano. A little tact will accomplish wonders 
in such cases.” 

With rubber tires upon the wheels of all 
carriages and light wagons, perfect joints 
in all street-car roads, felt packing between 
the rails and ties and between the ties and 
girders of the elevated railroads, the night 
and day noises in New-York City would be 
reduc to at least one-half of what they 
are at present.

- Young People’s Union. 


TEN THOUSAND IN THE GREAT TENT 


Eloquent Addresses of Welcome Made 
to the Delegates—Subjects Dis- 
cussed at the Three 


Meetings. 


BALTIMORE, July.18.—The delegates and 
visitors to the fifth International Conven- 
tion of the Baptist Ypung People’s Union 
of America continued to arrive throughout 
the night and early morning hours until, 


at 10 o’clock, there were 10,000 congregated 
in the mammoth -tent situated at the Madi- 
son Avenue entrance to Druid Hill Park. 

The interior of the big tent presented a 
gay appearance, with myriads of American 
flags, Baptist Union flags, and English flags 
hanging from every post and pole in the 
plate. Across the entire front of the choir 
gallery is a broad piece of. each of the 
four colors that were selected to represent 
the four sections into which the interna- 
tional work of the union is divided—green 
for the South, red for Canada, blue for 
the States west of the Mississippi, and gold 
for those east of the Mississippi. From the 
top of a large pole just in front of the 
main stand scores of ribbons of these colors 
were festooned’ down to the speakers’ ros- 
trum. 

Am enormous chart containing a list of 
205 schools and. colleges in this country that 
are controlled by the Baptist Church occu- 
pies a conspicuoys position over the choir 
stand, while just in front of it is suspended 
another large chart showing the home 
reading courses that are carried on by 
the union. 

The platform from which the speakers 
addressed the audience has a capacity of 200 
persons. These seats were occupied by 
ministers. Back of this platform six tiers 
of seats gave accommodation to a chorus 
of 500 voices and an orchestra of fifty 
pieces. The chairs in the main auditorium 
are arranged in theatre fashion, giving 
those seated in the rear a chance to see 
and hear what is going on. A 1,500-pound 
bell, .which had been placed at the. main 
entrance of the tent began to emit its 
musical sounds as the hour of 10 o’clock 
drew near. It was a signal to all loiterers 
that the convention was about to be called 
to order. A rush was made for the few 
unoccupied chairs in the rear of the tent. 
With every seat filled, the throng over- 
flowed into the a‘sles and lined up around 
the sides of the tent, the flaps of which 
were rolled up for the benefit of the mul- 
titude outside. Hundreds who were not 
possessed of. badges or credentials formed 
an outside fringe for the immense gather- 
ing within. 

Devotional exercises were led by the Rev. 
C. A. Hobbs, D. D.,-of Delavan, Wis. His 
reference to the warm hearts and warmer 
sun.of the Southern city. elicited the first 


applause. The heat-was almost stifling, and 
pi ter person vigorously wielded a fan for 
the ‘little comfort that could be extracted 
therefrom. As .Dr. Hobbs declared the 
convention open for business a, late delega- 
tion. from Wisconsin marched into -the, 
tent ‘and doyn one aide, aisles. singing 
“Maryland, My. Maryland.’ 

A weleome song, dedicated to the young 
Baptists by Prof. John .G...Robinson, was 
ung by a choir of. voices, under. the 
direction’ of Prof. Ha x, W: Porter. This 
was followed by. ati-address of Prof. John 
H. Chapman, in-which he con ratulated the 
local committee on the excellent arrange- 
ments that had. been made for the entertain- 
ment of the Baptists. .He.said,in part: 

those who ‘question the growth of the 
soneb people in usefulness, we point to the in- 
creasing thousand studying the Christian-culture 
courses, filling their minds. with Gospel truth, 
enlightening them in the history of the de- 
nomination we love, and informing them as 
to the missionary efforts of the past. and the 
establishment of the great enterprises that it 
will soon become their duty to foster and main- 
tain. In every line of effort our strength is in- 
creasing, and will continue to increase as our 
union continues to grow in efficiency, until we 
have come:to count our former opponents as 
our warmest friends. 

The whole world has opened its eyes wide in 
astonishment at the evidence that’ has been 
given it that there are more people whose hearts 
are deeply interested in religion than even our 
most earnest Christian people would have dared to 
have claimed a few years ago. The great meet- 
ing in Boston is one of the best answers that 
could be given to a. skeptic or to a pessimist. 
The stone that was cut out of the mountain 
without hands is already assuming proportions 
that speak of the final fulfillment of the proph- 
ecy. 

This meeting, representing as it does the 
crystallized convictions of the truly united body, 
means more, as a sign of the advancement of 
God’s kingdom, than the larger meeting could. 
The world has always needed, as she needs 
to-day, the sturdiness of character produced by 
well-rounded convictions of essential truth. «This 
organization stands for the development of that 
character in the soldiers of the cross; it stands 
for the advance guard of the Christian army; 
it stands for absolute loyalty to the word ot 
God; for absolute obedience to His word, and 
for enlightened membership in our denomina- 
tion of men and women, who shall be always 
ready te give a reason for the hope that is in 
them, and, having such a reason, they will not 
be easily turned aside from their loyalty to 
truth. Our hearts will go out no less in love 
to all Christendom because of our Baptist con- 
victions, but, instead of going back to where 
they are, that we. may have their fellowship, we 
shall joyfully beckon them on to where we 
stand, and, sure as the sun shines over our 
heads, they are coming. 

On behalf of the churches of Baltimore,

In_the absence of Gov. Brown, Mayor F. 

Latrobe sticially welcomed the visit- 
ors, and tendered them everything within

The Rev. H. M. Wharton, D. D., pastor 
of Brantly Baptist Church, made an elo- 
quent address of welcome on behalf of the 
Baptist Young People’s Societies. Noting 
the perspiring crowd and its vain efforts 
to appear contented, he assured the hosts 
that Baltimore was unlike a New-York 
Sunday—it was not dry, The speaker's 
statement that tne, Baptists believed in an 
everlasting separation of Church and State 
was applauded, and when he added that 
the Baptist does not believe in the red hat, 
but does believe in the little red school- 
house, the audience cheered agaih and again. 
Dr. Wharton concluded his address by sing- 
ing three verses of an original hymn of wee 
come. p 

After the choir had sung ‘ Blest be the 
Tie,” the Rey. Dr. L. M. 8S. Haynes, D. D., 
of pbs fs N. Y., responded to the addresses 
of welcome on behalf of the Board of 
Managers and the Cemeates.

SAFE CITY FOR SNEAK THIEVES 


MANY ROBBERILUS, BUT FEW AR- 
RESTS IN BROOKLYN. 


“The Whole Police Force Is Upset,” a 
Detective Says—The Detective 
Bureau Abolished. 


The Brooklyn police do not seem to be 
able to cope with the industrious sneak 
thieves who work with such success in the 
City of Churches, What the cause is does 
not appear, although one of the police of- 
ficers said that, owing to the position taken 
by Commissioner Welles, in shaking up the 
department, the men had all they could do 
in guessing what might next be expected. 

The members of the Detective Bureau, or 
rather what was the Detective Bureau up 
to yesterday, when it was abolished, seem 
to be very ill at ease. They fear they will 
have to don the blue uniform with brass 
buttons, and act as Desk Sergeants. 

“The whole police force is upset,’’ said 
one of the detectives. 

Frank A. Brockway, the aged newspaper 
man who chased two thieves Wednesday 
over a mile, and captured one of them, 
said: 

“TIT chased these two men through Wil- 
loughby Avenue, Hall Street, Myrtle Ave- 


nue, Ryerson Street, Park Avenue, and 
Grand Avenue, and in that entire distance 
I never saw a policeman. After I captured 
one of the thieves, I had to hold him while 
a small boy went in search of a policeman.” 

George Graf of 121 Evergreen Avenue, 
whose flat was robbed Wednesday, called 
on Police Commissioner Welles yesterday 
and asked that better police protection 
be afforded the residents, He said that the 
neighborhood where he lived was infested 
with a gang of thieves, and that, although 
their doings were daily chronicled, yet the 
police did not seem to do anything. 

“Tf something is not done at once toward 
giving us -better police protection,” said 
Mr. Graf, ‘‘I shall get up a petition asking 
for some action to give us relief. I am 
certain everybody in the vicinity will

A NEW RAPID-FIRE GUN 


It Uses Regular Ammunition in the 
Ordinary Government Cases, 


STAMFORD, Conn., July 18.—The _ in- 
vention of a new rapid-fire gun has been 
achieved by E. G. Parkhurst of this city, 
who has been identified in a leading way 
with rapid-fire gun manufacture here for 
twenty years. 

The problem that has commanded Mr. 
Parkhurst’s attention chiefly in developing 
the arm which -he has invented is the 
transportation and distribution of ammuni- 
tion on the field in actual warfare, No 
rapid-fire bullet machine gun has yet been 
placed before military examining beards 
that could use the ammunition furnished 
by the Government in the original cases or 
packages. In every instance it has been 
necessary to arrange the ammunition in 
form for use by the gun under examination. 
The waste of time in action by this process 
would be enormous. 

The invention of Mr. Parkhurst has solved 
this problem, a rapid-fire arm having been 
produced which will receive and discharge 
the ammunition from the original cases. 
One thousand rounds of ammunition have 
been fired from this new arm with complete 
success, It can be fired with greater rapid- 
ity than the [bevy | the regular ammuni- 
tion of the Government being used. Up 
to the resent time no patents have 
been applied for by the inventor. In con- 
sequence no description can be given of the 
gun. Mr. Parkhurst has been at work for 
years on the problems involved in firing 


ammunition from the bye mm or cases in 
which it is transported by army trains.

PREHISTORIC RELICS BROUGHT UP 


Mr. Washington Belicves a Masto- 
don’s Bones Were Found at 


Exchange “Place and 


Broad Street. 


Hundreds of civil engineers, builders, and 
real estate dealers, interested in modern de- 
vices for securing safe foundations for high 
buildings, went yesterday to the lots on the 
southwest corner of Exchange Place and 


Broad Street, where a sixteen-story business 
structure is to be erected for the John Tay- 
lor Johnston estate, at a cost, for the build- 
ing, of $800,000. 

Interest in the foundation work was excited 
by invitations from the Hydraulic Construc- 
tion Company, which has adapted an inven- 
tion.in hydromechanies, tested in the South- 
ern States and at Long Branch in the sinking 
of iron piles for pier and other foundations, 
to the sinking of caissons through stiff, 
quicksandy soil, to foundation rock, for the 
building of the base supports of heavy, mod- 
ern structures. While the plan rivals pneu- 
matic devices for the first time in this city,

not a doubt exists of its practicability. The 
economic question is met by the assertion 
that -the work will be completed in fifty 
working ddys, against six months by the 
pneumatic system, 

The principle is water jets on the cutting 
edge of the caisson and weight on the top 
of it against exhaustion, and descent forced 
by the air column and added weight. 

The caissons for the Johnston Building 
vary from six to thirteen feet in diameter. 
Taking one of the largest, when it is in po- 
sition for sinking, iron weights to the 
amount of thirty tons are stacked on beams 
crossing its top. At the base, or cutting 
edge, are bolted hollow castings, in which 
are water jets one-eighth of an inch in 
diameter, supplied by pipes let in the out- 
side of the caisson. When water, with a 
pressure of from 25 to 150 pounds a square 
inch, is turned on, the 1,000 jets cut at the 
circumference of the caisson. cylinder a 
downward-earth sheath, into which the 
caisson sinks by the force exercised by the 
tremendous weight on its top. .When the 
caisson ‘reaches foundation rock the core 
of earth, &c.,; in it, is excavated and the 
void thus created receives a concrete bottom 
and a masonry filling. 

In time oxidization destroys the boiler 
plates of the caisson cylinder, which have 
not had any part in the support of the 
building. 

Of those who feceived the visitors and ex- 
hibited the process were the inventor, Will- 
iam D’H. Washington, General Manager 
of the .company; John Bogart, H. W. 
Brinckerhoff; and George W. McNulty of 
the American Society of Civil Engineers; 
James B..Baker, the architect, and Charles 
T. Wills, the builder. 

It had been so arranged that caissons 
were in every stage of the process of sink- 
ing, from sections not riveted together to 
cylinders sunk to bedrock. The. interesting 
one was that placed in position for sinking, 
weighted with its thirty tons of iron, and 
equipped with the hydraulic devices for cut- 
ting through the stiff; clayey foundation 
soil. These were the attachments to the 
heavy force pumps, the carefully regulated 
faucets, and the pipes connecting them with 


the jets on the cutting edge of the cylinder. 
At a whistle signal from a foreman the 
pump was started, and the water turned on. 
Immediately, the thirteen-foot cylinder be- 
gan to sink steadily, but with rapidity mar- 
veious in the circumstances. At a signal the 
pump stopped, and a gauge was ap ied to 
determine if the cylinder was plumb. This 
ascertained satisfactorily the pump was 
started again, and so on until the caisson 
was sunk to the level of the foundation, 
when riveting added to it the length of 
cylinder necessary to reach foundation 
rock. The torrents of water poured through 
the cutting jets escaped by the point of 
least resistance, outside the cylinder, and 
made a muddy stream through a cunal to 
Street sewer. 
the Bret cplnaers that had been sunk to 
the required depth, about forty feet, were 
being excavated, and the soil that came 
up in the buckets was generally a stilt, 
bluish clay, or sandy, or mixed with gravel 
or boulders. It was closely examined from 
time to ym because interesting relics 
en found. 
ne nesiieve,” said Mr. Washington, ‘“ that 
one cylinder cut through the remains of a 
rehistoric animal. This, however, must 
e determined by scientists. What was 
pronounced to be a part of the vertebral 
column of a mastodon was excavated in 
the cave of a caisson, and it was sent to 
the Smithsonian Institution, with a number 
of bones, apparently human. Thus the 
cylinders cut through several trunks of 
trees, buried apparently in prehistoric 
times, and a plank which men who should 
know said was a relic of the great fire of 
1835, although that fire was stopped by 
blowing up a house on the other side of 
treet. 

Br We hae put down in all forty-four 
caissons in fifty working days, and expect 
to have the work done well within contract 
time. The bed rock on which we sink is 
nearly level, and there is no ‘angle of dan- 
ger.’ When a caisson sinks on rock that.is 
not hard the bed is chipped to level, and 
when the rock is unsatisfactory it is cut 


where it is safe. 
to. The cylinders have such force that 
they have cut through boulders, but 
we get rid of boulders by forcing a 
pipe down and introducing water, which 
makes a cavity, into which the boulder 
finds exit out of the course of the cylinder. 
We have had few. hitches in the work. One 
was caused by a neglected plank, which 
was left after the supports of a cylinder

tothe Johnston Building is to include the 
Pinkerton Building, which yet stands at 
Exchange Place and New Street.

The site of the Johnston Building was 
once. a marsh bordering on an inlet, and 
Exchange Place at this point was called 
Verlettenberg Hill, or Flotten Banck, its 
eastern continuation across Broad Street 
being Garden Street. Through Broad Street 
at one time ran a canal called the Heeren 
Gracht, and Beaver Street was a ditch all

BURIED UNDER FALLING EARTH 


Two Wen Killed and One Fatally Injured 
by the Cave-in of a Sewer Exca-- 
vation in Harrison, N. J. 


NEWARK, N. J., July 18—Two men 
were. killed, one fatally injured, and two 
others frightfully maimed by the cave-in 
of 400 tons of earth in a sewer excavation 
at Harrison at 3:15 o’clock this after- 
noon. The dead are: 


RYAN, DENNIS, forty years old, 
Street, Newark. ' 

VILLAUDE, GEORGE, thirty-eight years old, 
of 60 River Street, Newark. 


The injured are: 

BRENNAN, THOMAS, fifty years old; cut about 
the body; taken to the hospital. 

LARRADY, JAMES, nineteen years old, of 
Monroe Street; scalp cut, left arm broken; 
taken to the hospital. 

McDONALD, JAMES, forty years old, of 72 
Bowery Street, Newark; both legs broken 
and intefnally injured; taken to St. Michael's 
Hospital, Newark; will die. 

The killed and injured men were working 
twelve feet below the surface in a sewer 
on Jersey Street, near Fourth. They were 
with sixteen others. The work was in 
the care of Contractor Thomas J. Renan 
of this city. The sides of the excavation 
had been improperly braced this morn- 
ing, and last night’s rain had undermined 
them. Without warning 400 tons of earth 


fave way, carrying down bracing timbers 
and rock, upon the laborers. leven of 
the men were saved from death by a shelf 
formed by the timbers. 

Ryan and Villaude were buried out of 
sight. McDonald was buried head foremost 
in the dirt and pinioned down by planks. 
Larrady and Brennan had their heads above 
the surface. 

_The ambulance corps of the Second Pre- 
cinect was called to the scene, and, with 
the rescued laborers, began digging out 
the bodies. McDonald was pulled out un- 
conscious, but revived. It was seen that 
he could not live, and he was hastened off 
to the hospital. It was 4:30 o’clock when 
Larrady and Brennan were extricated, and 
half an hour later before the crushed and 
dead bodies of Ryan and Villaude were 
brought to the surface.

MONTREAL BANK WISHED TO 
STRENGTHEN ITS RESERVE FUND. 


Difference of Opinion Respecting 


Value of Foreign Exchange Leads 
to a Small Export Shipment. 


Gold to the amount of $75,000 was taken 
from the Sub-Treasury yesterday by the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce. An order for 
that amount came from the Montreal 
branch of the bank, which wished to 
strengthen its reserve as a means of dis- 
sipating the uneasiness caused by the re- 
cent financial excitement there, Bankers 
regarded the shipment approvingly, since 
so much could be accomplished with so 
little actual specie increase. 

N Difference of opinion regarding the value 
of foreign exchange led Nesslage, Colgate 
& Co., the bullion dealers, who have re- 
cently drawn gold in driblets from the 
Treasury reserve, to engage. $100,000 for 
shipment by the Etruria to-morrow. The 
firm will thus have shipped $250,000 this 
week, in addition to the same sum last 
week, This accounts in the main for the 
decrease in the reserve reported from Wash- 
ington. .The. reserve still stands at about 
$106,700,000, with losses of $175,000 to Can- 
ada this- week, Nesslage, Colgate & Com- 
pany’s shipments drew on the reserve only 
lightly, because gold bullion was placed by 


the firm in the Assay Office for more than 
one-half the coin taken from the Sub-Treas- 
ury. 

On account,-also, of the differences re- 
arding the value of foreign exchange bills, 
iW. H. Crossman & Brother, coffee import- 
ers, sent to the Sub-Treasury yesterday in- 
formation that gold might be needed for 
shipment to-morrow, to enable the firm to 
remit in settlement of a large account in 
Europe. It was understood that as much as 
$750,000 might be needed. George W. Cross- 
man, when asked about the matter, said 
that, whether the firm would ship gold or 
buy bills would depend wholly on rates of 
exchange. He thought posted rates above 
the specie value. The firm would buy bills 
if it could get them as cheaply as gold. 
This qoees will be decided to-day. 

Syndicate prices for bills have been $4.90 
plus brokerage equal to $1 per £1,000. Yes- 
terday the premium was dropped, bills. be- 
ing offered at $4.90 flat. This price is said 
to be about as low as syndicate houses 
think bills can be sold. The syndicate has 
not been disturbed by the small losses to 
the reserve, which were hardly avoidable 
and of little account, nor has it modified its 
purpose to protect the reserve against seri- 
ous encroachment. Mr. Bacon of Drexel, 
Morgan & Co., speaking yesterday upon 
this subject, said: : 

“The shipments made or threatened are 
hardly worth attention. Whether note- 
worthy exports will be made depends al- 
most entirely upon the amount of American 
products, cereals, &c., sent abroad. Good 
crops and a foreign demand, at prices which 
will result in large exports, will obviate 
the necessity of sending gold in settlement 
of accounts. By September, and even in 
August, the turn in the balance naturally 
comes. It has with one or two exceptions 
in the last five years, and though no man 
can predict the wind and weather weeks 
ahead, I am not fearful that American ex- 
ports will not be sufficient in amount to 
prevent gold exports. 

“The.exchange market is bare of bills 
and, though a good demand exists, it has, I 
think,. rather fallen off. During the fort- 
night covering the end of June and be- 
ginning of July the demand is exceptionally 
heavy, because of coupon payments abroad 
and settlements, but that period was passed 
over. The syndicate will, as originally an- 
nounced, do all in its power to furnish ex- 
change, and is doing so now. Rates are 
high, necessarily, and the syndicate would 
be as pleased to see them lower, I am sure, 
as anybodv else. I can see no cause for 
any disturbance.” 


GANG OF BOY BURGLARS IN NEWARK 


A Number of Them Arrested by the 
Police Yesterday Morning. 


NEWARK, N. J., July 18.—The police in 
the hill section of this city for some time 
‘past have had complaints made to them 
nearly every day that a gang of burglars 
was operating in that part of the city. An 
investigation was made, but it was not 
until last night that they secured any clue 
to the culprits. 

It was learned that a gang of boys was 
always seen in the vicinity of places robbed 
just before the robberies were discovered. 
The boys were recognized, and the same 
ones. always appeared. This morning the 
police arrested John Thompson, twelve 
years old, of 166 Norfolk Street; Michael 
Reynolds, the same age, of Newark Ave- 
nue;.his brother,’ Thomas Reynolds, nine 
years of age, and locked them up on the 
charge of breaking and entering houses. 
John Healey, twelve years of age, of 256 
Norfolk Street, another supposed member 
of the gang, was paroled in the custody of 
his mother to await trial. 

One of the boys made a confession and 
implicated several others. The police are 
loo ™: for these boys now. hompson 
was the leader of the gang.

by John Liebenow. 


IS A CLERK IN THE EXCISE OFFICE 


Liebenow’s Reputed Wife Identifies 
Him and Then Retracts—Tes- 
timony as to nLiou and 


Steinberger. 


William J. Connolly, clerk in the office of 
the cashier of the Excise Board and former- 
ly an Excise Inspector, has been included in 
the charges of bribery made by John Lieb- 
enow and his reputed wife, Mary Heuer, 


against Inspector Edward Lion and Julius 
Steinberger, appointeesof the new Board of 
Excise Commissioners. 


The trial of Lion and Steinberger was con- | 


tinued yesterday before the board, in the 
Criminal Courts Building, there being pres- 
ent President Murray and Commissioners ' 
Harburger and Woodman and the official 
counsel, Messrs. Page and Brady. Otto 
Irving Wise appeared for the accused In- 
spectors. 

The complainants, it was reported last 
week, were so far from anxious to appear 
against the accused that they had planned 
to keep away from the trial. They were 
found at 220 East Twenty-sixth Street, 
where they were living as Mr. and Mrs. 
Heuer. 

Agent Rehm went on the witness stand te 
change the testimony he gave at the first 
hearing in regard to the payment of a 
bribe by Liebenow to Lion in the excise 
office through a go-between. This testi- 
mony Rehm said was incorrect, as Lion re- 
ceived the money directly, 

On cross-examination, the witness said 
that since the last session in the case he 
had talked over his testimony with the 
Liebenows. He did this on the advice of 
Superintendent Dennett of the Society for 
the Prevention of Crime. 

The woman complainant gave her name 
as Mary Heuer. As she speaks English 
poorly, Commissioner Harburger interpreted 
her testimony. 

In regard to the payment of money to the 
Inspectors, her testimony was the same as 
that she gave before the Commissioners of 
Accounts. Lion, at his first call, paid for 
his drink. At his second visit Liebenow 
came to her for $10 to give to the Excise 
Inspector. The license for the place had 
not then been transferred. 

On another occasion Lion called with an- 
other man, not Steinberger, and Liebenow 
asked him for $20, saying he had to give 
the money to two Inspectors. Steinberger 
came on another occasion and looked out of 
the window while Lion told Liebehow that 
Steinberger was not satisfied because they 
kept waitresses. The license was obtained 
after that, April 3. 

Being anxious to learn who was the man 
who accompanied Lion on his second visit, 
the Commissioners directed a number of In- 
spectors and clerks to stand up in a row be- 
fore the witness, and she was asked if the 
man was among them. 

She replied by stepping forward and plac- 
ing a hand on the shoulder of ex-Inspector 
Connolly, who burst out with a furious 
declaration that the identification was false. 

‘“‘Consider yourself,’’ said President Mur- 
ray, “ineluded in these charges.”’ 

Liebenow repeated the testimony he gave 
before the Commissioners of Accounts, but 
he failed to identify ex-Inspector Connolly 
as the man who accompanied Lion cn his 
second visit, and said that Inspector Paul 
‘“‘ looked the most like the fellow.” 

Liebenow told of the various payments of 
money to Lion, and of a complaint against 
his plan by the police. He added that 
Steinberger advised him to pay the police 
$100, but in a letter to Steinberger, Liebe- 
now said that ifthe police did not leave 
him alone he would make trouble. The 
police case was not decided on by the Ex- 
cise Board, because Liebenow gave up his 
place, but Steinberger wrote him this letter: 

I beg to inform you that the complaint against 
75 Second Avenue has been dismissed, ‘which 
ought to satisfy you. Yours truly, 

J. STEINBERGER. 

After recess Mr. Wise examined Mary 
Heuer.’ She said that she had expressed re- 
gret to Liebenow for picking out Connolly. 
Finally she absolutely retracted her iden- 
tification of Clerk Connolly, but he will be 
under its ban until the Commissioners de- 
cide the case.

TO DECIDE THE SUGAR BOUNTY QUESTION 


Controller Bowler Will Hear the Beet 
Sugar Case. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—Controller 
Bowler, the law officer of the Treasury 
whose decision on matters of allowing ac- 
counts is supreme by law ¢o that of the 
Secretary of the Treasury himself, has set 
Wednesday, July 24, next ro hear argu- 
ment on the constitutionality of the sugar 
dounty law. This law was abolished by the 
present tariff law, and under it bounty on 
sugar was paid for several years, The last 
Congress made specific appropriations to pay 
bounty to the amount of $238,389 on sugar 
entitled to bounty,prior to the repeal of the 
bounty law, 

The constitutionality of the law will be 
heard upon the claim of the Oxnard Sugar 
Beet Company of Grand Island, Neb., for 
$11,782, but upon the decision in this case 


will depend the payment of the other ar 
claims of this class, amounting to $238,389 
In the payment of the $5,000,000 for bounty 
on sugar provided for by the last Congress 
other questions will have to be decided, and 
the Oxnard case will stand on its merits. 
The case under consideration and now held 
up is regarded as stronger constitutionally 
than the five-million-dollar bounty case. 

The ,official letter on the subject from 
Auditor Baldwin to Controller Bowler 
says: “I have the honor, in compliance 
with Section 8 of the act making appropria- 
tions for the legislative, executive, and 
judicial expenses of the Government for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1895, and for 
other purposes, approved July 31, 1894, to 
report that the claim-of the Oxnard Beet 
Sugar Company of Grand Island, Neb., for 
the bounty on beet sugar manufactured and 
produced by said company prior to Aug. 28, 
894, amounting to $11,782.50, has been re- 
ceived from the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue and examined in this office. 

“TI have decided to allow the clai and 
to certify the amount for payment out of 
the appropriation of $238,389.08 for bounty 
on sugar approved March 2, 189. The 
claim is herewith inclosed for your consid- 
eration. I have suspended action in this 
case pending your direction.”

Under Cover of Which the Bears At-

There was little that was interesting in 
to-day’s stock market. The bear combina- 
tion sold some of the industrial stocks in 
the early trading, then bought them back, 
and in the last hour put them out again.

' NEWS OF THE RAILROADS

Contracts for Special Rates Canceled 
by the Trunk Line Committee. 


At a meeting yesterday of the Executive 
Committee of the Trunk Line Association 
measures were taken to put in practice the 
policy formulated by the Presidents on 
July 8. It was agreed to cancel at once all 
outstanding rate contracts between’ mem- 
bers of the association and shippers. Spe- 
cial rates will thus be summarily abolished. 
Shippers can have no redress in law, be- 
cause the contracts were in violation of the. 
inter-State commerce law, and here were 
illegal and non-actionable. 

The agreement for west-bound passenger 
rates which the Presidents approved was 
reported by Commissioner L. P. Farmer to 
have been signed by officers of all the trunk 
line roads and of all rpads in the Central 
Traffic Association. The Canadian roads 


have not assented to it, because the Grand 
Trunk would not be permitted to meet 
Canadian Pacific rates if they were cut, and 
it was thought wise to leave all C ian 
roads outside. New-England lines already 
bad an agreement of their own. 

Reports on the freight rate situation were 
satisfactory. No violation of the recent 
agreement had been brought to _ notice. 
Eastern and Western roads were reported 
to be working smoothly. All freight in 
transit when the reement was made, on 
July 8, has been delivered. 


New-Jersey Traction Troubles. 


TRENTON, N. J., July 18.—An applica- 
tion for a receiver for the Central Jer- 
sey Traction Company has been made in 
the Court of Chancery by ex-Senator Lem- 
uel E. Miller of Cape May. The company 
is controlled by New-York and Philadelphia 
capitalists. The New-York and Philadelphia 
Traction Companies and the Central Jer- 
sey Traction Company are operated in 
connection with each other by the same 
officers. The New-York and Philadelphia 


Companies were organized under the trac- 
tion law and the Central Jersey Traction 
Company was organized under the general 
railroad law. The Central Jersey Traction 
Company was formed to build and equip 
the road to be operated by the New-York 
and Philadelphia Companies. Ex-Senator 
Miller says he had. a contract to build a 
raod between Bound Brook and New-Bruns- 
wick for $36,500, and in his bill he says he 
did, under contract with the Central Trac- 
tion Company, $25,000 worth of work, but 
got none of the partial payments agreed 
upon, except in March last, when he re- 
ceived a thirty days’ note for $2,500, which 
went to protest. Ex-Senator Miller alleges 
that the cote, is insolvent, and says 
it owes $300, for bonds issued, in addi- 
tion to the amount: due him, and that it 
has no assets to build and equip the New- 
York and Philadelphia Road. 

A rule to show cause why a receiver for 
the compeny should not be appointed was 
granted, and was made returnable in New- 
ark on July 23. In the meantime, the 
company is restrained from doing any busi- 
ness or transferring any stock or money. 
The injunction was ordered served on 
Frank A, Magowan, the President, and Jo- 
seph H. Reall, a promoter and Director 
of the company. 


Prospect of Land Grant Suits. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—The Secretary 
of the Interior to-day rendered a decision 
in the land grant case of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad. In 1889 the 
Land Office submitted a statement showing 
that an excess of 70,335 acres had been ap- 
proved to the company. The company held 
that all the lands in its indemnity limits 


were approved in 1875, and that this ap- 
proval constituted a complete adjustment 
of the grant, which should not be disturbed. 
Secretary Smith holds that the apparent 
settlement of the indemnit rant is set 
aside by grants made within the  pri- 
mary grants subsequent to 1875. <A rule 
has been served on the company to show 
cause why it should not reconvey the ex- 
cess, and in reply the company has made 
several new allegations. 

The Secretary directs the Land Office to 
consider these allegations, and to designate 
the particular lands that should be re- 
stored, so that suit can be brought for 
them. The Secretary also points out that 
19,000 acres. really due the Santa Fé, but 
erroneously patented to the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas Railway Company, can read- 
ily be recovered by the former company 
from the latter by a lawsuit. He says these 
10,000' acres must be charged against. the 
Santa Fé’s grant. | , 


Bonds to Revive a Foreclosed Road. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 18.—Announce- 
ment was made to-day that the Lehigh and 
New-England Railroad Company will, in a 
few days, issue $375,000 of first mortgage 
bonds, to represent the cash outlay paid for 
the road at the recent foreclosure sale. This 
will be the first of an authorized issue of

COTTONSEED—The market begins to hold out 
a little hope of a change from its recent depres- 
sion. It does not come about through any in- 
crease of business with exporters upon this mar- 
ket. In fact, the outlets hence are of a very 
narrow character. The general trade is com- 
plaining over the situation of business here, and 
the adverse features in a not altogether steady 
lard market, with the indifference of buyers over 
compound lard. But inquiries to the South 
have revealed much lighter holdings than ap- 
peared some time since, and it is clear that 
absorption of stock has been going on there lat- 
terly in @ much more important way than had 
been supposed. Careful inquiries have shown a 
cleaning out of many thousands of barrels in 
Texas, bringing the offerings in that State to 
comfortable holding amounts, with prime oll 
especially showing up in very limited volume. 
At New-Orleans and in the Mississippi Valley 
generally, most of the prime oil is held, and it 
is not in excessive supply, having been drawn 
upon latterly freely, whether for concentration 
and control is not as yet quite clear. There have 
been, besides, some full outlets from Texas to 
Mexico and one invoice of about 4,000 bbls crude 
taken latterly. For the day here, the market 
was distinctly firm, and 26c would have been 
aid for prime yellow by special sources, and 

ec for good off-grade yellow, without offer- 
ings. White was firm at Sic. MENHADEN 
was dull; nominal prices were 22@28c. COCOA- 
NUT OIL was Quiet, Ceylon quoted at 5%c and 
Cochin at .

THE STRAINING OF THE COLUMBIA 


Caused by Using Old Blocks for the 
,Craiser to Rest Upon, 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—The official re- 
port of Capt. Sumner concerning the acci- 
dent to the cruiser Columbia while in dry 
dock at Southampton, England, was re- 
ceived at the Navy Department to-day. 
Capt. Sumner says the damage to the ves- 
sel was very slight and will not interfere 
with her trip to New-York. 

It appears from the report that the 
straining to the vessel was not brought 
about by the means stated in the sensa- 
tional dispatches published. The care- 
lessness of those in charge of the ducking 
was in the use of worn-out blocks which 


had not been shaped to the keel of the 
Columbia. The blocks had first »een vsed 
bya merchant ship with what is xnown as 
a bar keel, very apatp and abrupt. This 
keel had sunk deeply into the blocks, and 
had cut them in such a manner as to make 
their reuse unsafe, But the frugal dock 
operators had placed another merchant ves- 
sel on the same blocks without resneping 
them, with the result that the heavy hu 
had sunk deeply into the supports and 
made the indentations broader, but left its 
keel free on account of the deep cuts made 
by ‘the bar keel of the first ship, thus 
throwing all the weight on the lower sides 
of the hull and giving no support to the 
under part of the keel, 

In docking a naval vessel in this country 
two or three days are spent in shaping the 
supporting blocks to the keel of the ship, 
but in the case of the Columbia these same 
blocks, used twice before and bearing the 
shapes of two different merchantmen, were 
made to answer the purpose without re- 
shaping. The Columbia, being much broad- 
er than either of the merchant vessels, and 
not so deep as that with the bar keel, had 
all her weight thrown dn the sides of the 
hull, but without ailowing the keel] to touch 
the solid wood and leaving it free from sup- 
port. Naturally the ship strained, but 
fortunrtely the dock was flooded soon after 
the carelessness’ was discovered and the 
straining was relieved. 

The Columbia has not yet started for 
New-York. The delay is probably caused 
by the necessity for giving the engineer’s 
nel a rest after their hard labor in coal-
